Anyone who knows the history of the world 
knows that a splendid place is reserved for Ger- 
many in the hierarchy of the nations. Gut they 
are not: perfect, either—they even have defects— 
and these defects are such that if their diffusion 
ultrapasses-a certain measure they become Ganzer- 
ous and fatal. This is not only true of the Ger- 
mans, but, likewise, of all the other people, but 
the German defects work quicker and on a ‘arger 
scale than truse of most other peoples—because 
their principal defect is exaggeration. Erasmo of 
Rotterdam called Luther “the hyperbolical doc- 
tor.” We may call Germany “the hyperbolical 
nation.” 


Competition War Industrial Curse. 
HERE is something in the German iniagina- 
T tion, something excessive, that always goes 

. farther than what seems the right meas- 
ure to the other peoples; they confound the colos- 
sal and the gigantic with the great; and through 
their fury to dare more and more, they, too often, 
find themselves before the impossibie. 

It.is not, perhaps, too much to say that Ger- 
many, pushed on by this excessive imagination, 
has taken upon herself in the last wentury the task 
of carrying out all the priticiples that the civiliza- 
tion of our time has been creating little iv little, 
and rushes them to the most extreme consequences 
and exaggerations, ignoring the risk, ly doing so, 
of changing them into causes sf torment and 
danger! : 

How many examples could be cited? ‘{ shall 
restrict myself to two, but these two are par- 
ticularly interesting just now. What is ‘he prin- 
ciples on which is based modern industry--mod- 
ern .industry that has’ replaced ihe careful aud 
skillful hand by the vertiginous :nachine worked 
by steam or eletricity? The quantity of produc- 
tion is, growing at the expense of quality. Our 
times cannot manufacture the marvslous stuffs nor 
the magnificent solid furniture, nor the charming 
bric-a-brac of the eighteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turies. Instead, we manufacture greater quanti- 
ties of everything, flooding all the markets and 
filling all the houses. 

England and France have applied this principle, 
it is true, allowing the quality to deteriorate some- 
what to make it possible to produce greater quan- 
tities and at more accessible prices—but they have 
not done so beyond a certain limit. The Ger- 
matis, on the other hand,’ have rushed over all 
limits, initiating in modern industry that which 


the French call “the camelots” (the cryer), filling 


the ‘world with cheap, hurried, worthless imita- 


‘tions, striving to beat competition with show and 


cheap prices, sacrificing quality to quantity much 
more than the English or the French do. “Schiecht 
und billig” (cheap and bad), is their password.

The assurance of the Governor that the Legis- 
lature will adopt all of the other important pend- 
ing bills is gratifying. He says that the work- 
man’s compensation, code revision, insurance, 
election and banking bills, in all probability will 
pass. He says nothing about the important rail- 
road rate bill’ which, in view of business condi- 
tions, ranks with any of them. Nor the home 
rule election bill vital to St. Louis. 

While the Governor is attempting to reassure 
the people that the Legislature will do its duty, 
he is doing nothing to support his assurances. 
If he thinks the meastires he has enumerated are 
of vital importance, why does he not tell the 
Legislature so? Why does he not send a special 
message urging the adoption of the measures he 
thinks vital and giving reasons therefor? Why 
does he not throw the whole weight of his in- 
fluence as Governor on the side of good, needed 
legislation, and against tegislation which is 
neither good nor needed. 

Gov. Major is a part of the State legislative 
machinery. It is his duty to urge measures of 
public welfare. He has the power of veto. He 
is the leader of the Democratic party, which is 
in control of the government. Why does he not 
do his duty? 

Regardless, however, of the Governor's derelic- 
tion, we indulge the hope that the Legislature

TEN WOMEN LEGISLATORS. 

Somebody with a taste for statistical data has 
figured out that the nine states in which full suf- 
frage for women prevails have exactly 908 mem- 
bers of the Legislature, of whom only 10 are wom- 
en. Two. feminine legislators are the most any 
one of these states has and some have none. 
Wyoming, where equal suffrage has longest been 
in force, has but one. 

So this answers one of the atigionente against 
suffrage for women. Newly invested with civil 
rights, she is not rushing headlong into responsi- 
bilities for which she may not yet feel herself 
prepared. She selects the candidates best quali- 
fied to represent her, just as -woman, newly in- 
vested with the control of her own property, might 
pick a masculine lawyer as best qualified to look 
after her interests. A hankering for office is not 
the chief thing that impels her to demand the 
vote. 

Besides, an office in which an important func- 
tion is intrusted to many different persons of 
equal status is not the office that naturally would 
appeal to her. An office whose honors and duties 
she is not compelled to share with anyone else 
would be more attractive. Perhaps the women of 
the nine states are too busy running for Sheriff, 
City Marshal or even Mayor to become candidates 
for the legislative positions. 


TWO NEW STATES? 

The State of Lincoln is incubating fn the North- 
west, the State of Jefferson in the Southwest. 

A committee of the Washington Senate has re- 
ported favorably a memortal asking Congress to 
create the State of Lincoln out of the panhandle 
of Idaho and the eastern counties of Washington. 
This is a compact rectangular district larger than 
the average of Eastern states, more pagpulous 
than some of the Western states, and isolated by 
‘mountain ranges and long distance from easy in- 
dustrial and political connection with the capi- 
tala whence it is now governed. 
The Texas Senate is considering a resolution to 
create the State of Jefferson out of the four sen- 
atorial districts which embrace northwestern and 
some western counties of Texas. This is a district 
larger than the six New England states, with a 
population agpple for statehood and rapidly in- 
creasing. Its people feel they cannot hope to 
get, from a government at Austin, dominated by 
the larger populations and quite dissimilar eco- 
nomic interests of North, East and South Texas, 
that degree of State service essential to the de- 
velopment of their peculiar resources. 
Leading Texas papers predict the defeat of the 
resolution at this session, but agree it won’t be 
many .years before public .opinion will sanction 
such a step. When division is decided upon, it 
may, not improbably, signalize the creation of 
two new states out of the body of old Texas by 
the separation of the remainder, after Jefferson’s 
departure, into North Texas and South Texas. 
Press and political leaders in the proposed State 
of Lincoln generally indorse the new plan there. 
One may not safely predict the final attitude of 
Congress toward the Northwest's request for the 
creation of a new State, with its two United 
States Senators to be cast into the growing bal- 
ance against the East’s declining influence in that 
body. 
The ordinance admitting the Republic of Texas 
into the Federal Union provided that the people 
of Texas might thereafter subdivide their vast 
area, five times as large as Iowa or New York, 
into not more than five states. The name of 
Jefferson, proposed for the State which West 
Texans wish to bring into being, is already a po- 
tent factor in making public favor for the divi- 
sion, If anything could reconcile old Texans to 
breaking home ties tn this manner it would be the 
privilege thus to honor Democracy's patron saint. 
Americans generally, we believe, would be glad

A PARCEL POST FAILURE. 

A congressional committee reports that 50 per 
cent of the parcel post mail centers in Chicago 
and New York; that of this 50 per cent 97 per 
cent leaves and only 7 per cent enters those cities; 
that it is chiefly useful to mail order merchants; 
that as a promoter of farm-to-table trading it is a 
failure. 

Resolving the report’s polysyllabic ponderosity 
into simple terms, one learns the committee 
means sharply to censure Postmaster-General Bur- 
leson for the way he has managed the parcel 
post. He is urged at once to restore the first 
zone, with rates much more attractive to local 
shippers, so that direct trading between: country 
producers and city consumers may be stimulated. 

Certainly, since the parcel post has failed 
to do the one service in which most was expected 
of it, and by most citizens, changes which will 
make it effective at this point are in order.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS FOR RUSSIA. 

Periods of national self-examination are a 
common result at some stage or other of a great 
war. Perhaps there has never been a more search- 
ing introspection that the one now revealing the 
shortcomings of the Russians to themselves. 

The national attitude toward the Jews, which 

had as one of its consequences the abrogation of 
a treaty by the United States, is perceptibly 
changed. The attitude toward vodka, th ex- 
cessive consumption of which was once actyally 
encouraged because it increased Government rev- 
enues, has been revolutionized. 
. And now the superiority of an intelligent over 
an unintelligent soldiery has centered national 
thought on Russia’s lamentable educational defi- 
ciencies. It has been decided that the country 
must have universal compulsory education. It 
is planned to put the new free school system into 
full operation in all parts of the empire within 
five years. 

The war with Japan brought Russia representa- 
tive Government. Kropotkin was right about 
the benefits the world war might be expected to 
bring her. Universal education will have the 
same marvelous effect on the Slavonic race it has 
had on other races. 

What may not a self-governing, sober, tolerant, 
educated Russia—now brought for the first time 
into a really intimate contact with the ideals of 
Western wioscena less for civilization in the next 
50 years? 
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OUR TETRACAMERAL LEGISLATIVE SYSTEM. 
The symmetry of our bicameral system of legis- 


iation has long been marred by the existence of 
lobbies that really constitute a third house in a 
tricameral system. 

Judge Slate’s grand jury in Cole County, sitting 
simultaneously with the lawmakers, has among 
its other possibilities of advantage the restoration 
of the balance of the fathers. It gives us a 
tetracameral system. The one house of the Legis- 
lature collates and checks the work of the other. 
The grand jury collates and checks the work of 
the lobby. It enlarges astonishingly the original 
conception of the fathers, but seems to be neces- 
sary. Wherever there is a lobbying third house a 
restraining fourth house of grand jurors can do a 
beneficial service. 

Besides, a specific field of usefulness is open to 
a grand jury at this session. We have a law in 
this State regulating lobbyists to which few pay 
any attention. The return of indictments against 
some of its more brazen violators would revive the 
force and prestige lost by this law when it was 
successfully flouted by lobbyists ‘anes the police sal- 
ary. grab two years a. 


NEWSPAPER * CASUALTIES. 

According to a dispatch from Amsterdam, fig- 

ures compiled by the postal authorities show 
that 864 German newspapers have suspended 
publication since the beginning of the war. 
No official statistics are available for France, 
but French journalism has undoubtedly suffered 
The Belgian newspapers are practically extin- 
guished. Those that remain are controlled by 
German commanders and live by sufferance. 
Among the belligerents British journalism has 
suffered least, the British newspapers have not 
been forced to suspend because their editors and 
reporters were summoned to the firing line; but 
the economic results of the war have been de- 
vastating to them. 

The average American assumes that war must 
mean circulation and profits for newspapers, but 
he forgets all about expenses. The leading Amer- 
ican newspapers, in their determination to col- 
lect and print the news, have incurred ex- 
penses that would bankrupt the entire journa)l- 
ism of continental Europe, but thanks to their 
efforts the American people are better informed 
about this war in all its phases than the peopic 


of any other country.

AN EPIC OF WAR. 

Chicago’ Journal: The most dramatic, thrill- 
ing chapter of the great war is now being written 
at the Dardanelles, where the allied battle fleet 
is smashing its way toward the capital of the 
unspeakble Turk. Twenty miles of the straits 
have been cleared already, and still the great 
ships are plunging forward. 

A narrow channel, sown with mines, banks 
bristling with fortifications, a background of his- 
tory and legend—the lookout of the Queen Eliza- 
beth can see*the plains where Homer's heroes 
fought, two continents watching the world’s most 
powerful fighting ships, and the jewel of eastern 
Europe as the prize of battle—nothing is lacking 
to the epic splendor of the occasion. 

If the fleet captures Constantinople without 
the aid of a strong army, it will be the most re- 
markable feat of the war. It would be an im- 
possible feat if the Turks had a tithe of the mar- 
tial efficiency of their allies. The navies of Brit- 
ain and France together could not conquer those 
straits if the shores were held by German, French 
or British soldiers. Somewhere in those 47 miles 
of narrow channel, the strongest fleet would de 
brought to bay; somewhere along those shores 
would be a battery that would make even the 
Queen Blizabeth pause. But the Turk is a 
beaten man—and he knows it.

WILL PROTEST AVAIL? 


New York American: The neutrals will pro- 
test? Of course. But to what end? The United 
States is in no position, and has no desire to 


meet force with force. As for our moral influence, 
how can it affect maddened people fighting for 
mere rage quite as much as for national existence 
and wholly indifferent to any force save that of 
arms? At no time since the Napoleonic wars, 
more than a century ago, has the task of neutral 
diplomats to save not merely the rights but the 
self-respect of their nations been so difficult as 


today. 


NEUTRALITY THREATENED. 

Detroit Free Press: Whether Great Britain 
is breaking the law of nations in trying to starve 
Germany depends entirely on whether Germany 
finds itself able to impose its reading of the laws 
of nations on the world. And England’s conten- 
tion that the German submarines are pirates stands 
in similar case. The only peoples who are in po- 
sition to complain are the neutrals; and any com- 
plaints they may make must depend for efficacy 
on the force lying behind them. Indeed, it is a 
question whether in order to enforce what they 
may consider their rights as neutrals, the neutrals 
may not find themselves obliged to cease being 
neutral. 


EACH FOR HIMSELF. 

Philadelphia Record: The blockade declared 
by the allies against Germany cannot, of course 
shut that nation entirely off from supplies from 
other countries. On the north Denmark and Hol- 
land are still in communication with Germany 


by land and sea, ia the Baltic ports are accessi- 
ble, as before, to vessels from Sweden and Nor- 
way. On the south Switzerland, Austro-Hungary, 
Rumania and Bulgaria cannot be prevented by the 
allies from forwarding food and munitions of war 
to the Kaiser's people, if they so desire. In view, 
however, of the growing scarcity of food in nearly 
all Buropean countries it may well be doubted if 
Germany can look for much aid from these 
neighbors. It already has become a case of each 
one for himself first of all. The United States 
is not likely to suffer very seriously from the 
blockade, If it helps to bring down the price of 
wheat the great bulk of the people certainly will 
not complain. 


BLOCKADE MUST BE REAL. 

Pittsburg Dispateh: The allies intend to es- 
tablish a blockade of Germany. Their right to 
enforce that blockade will depend on whether they 
make it effective or not. They cannot simply de- 
clare a blockade of German coasts and then de- 
stroy or seize neutral vessels bound for those 
ports. They must have blockading vessels at the 
blockaded ports, effectively guarding them ana 
preventing the passage of vessels going in to 
discharge their cargoes. 

The necessity, at least by all the old rulings, 
is the same as in the case of Germany's at- 
tempted blockade of the British coasts. Both 
must be actual to be effective. Unless the bellig- 
erents establish effective blockades of the in- 
imical coasts the neutral Powers will be justified 
in making a warm protest against the seizure 
and detention of vessels under their flags pro- 
posing to enter either German or British harbars. 


JOHN BULL AROUSED. 

Philadelphia Inquirer: England has been a 
long time in arousing itself. The English people 
are slow to wrath and exceedingly self-confident. 
They have taken it for granted’ that they were 
going to win out. They have been very deliber- 
ate in getting together a respectable army. The 
bombardment of Scarborough angered them a lit- 
tle. The Zeppelin attacks upon sleeping women 
and children stirred them up more. But it has 
required the submarine campaign against British

UPHOLD. INTERNATIONAL LAW... 

New York Globe and Commercial Advertiser: 
It is the duty of this country, disregarding the 
circumstances of the present war, to retain what 
life it can in the: body of international law as it 
has grown up during the last hundred years. The 
nations now wanting us to deflect this way or 
that was as suits their immediate exigency will 
thank us for keeping alive the fire on the altar or 
civilization. The argument heard from both 
camps that the crisis is such that for once the 
end justifies any means is as false now as when 
it was put forward by Alva. Peace, real peace, 
can come only through some form of interna- 
tionalism, and internationalism in any form is 
made difficult, if not impossible, with every de- 
monstration that rules agreed to in times of 
peace to be binding in times of war are of no 
value—can be set aside on pleas of military ne- 
cessity or of retaliation. In the degree that na- 
tions now descend into savagery and weaken the 
bonds that even unite belligerents the world will 
find it harder to rise out of savagery and to re- 
establish common ideals.

‘NEW YORK, March 6.—After today’s 
departures no British or neutral steam- 
ship will leave New York for Great Brit- 


ain for ll days, making a situation al- 
most without a precedent. 

This is the first time in 35 years, 
steamship .men say, in which there has 
been a lack of ocean liners going to 
Great Britain, or since the date when 
steam vessels, with a regular schedule, 
succeeded the old sailing clippers. 

Strikes in English ports, the conges- 
tion of freight in the Mersey and the 
Thames and the extraordinary demands 
made by the Admiralty upon the British 


transatlantic lines for transports, have 


caused the situation. The brunt of the 
shortage has falien on New York. 

The Arabic is the first British steamer 
listed to eall from New York for Hn- 
giand, ané she will not sail until March 
17. The second eastward departure will 
be the Philadelphia, on March 18. She 
has not yet left Liverpool. There are six 
pailings next week for the Mediterran- 
ean, France and Holland.

perial] Government—and hence the Ger- 
man press ag well—has busied itself ex- 
clusively with measures for the conserv- 
ing of the scanty supply ef flour. 

But copper is next in line, and once 
the. regulations following upon the seiz- 
ure of the grain stores are working prop- 
erly, it will come to the front. 

It is possibile to prophesy with absoe- 
lute assurance that before the arrival 
of spring the authorities will take pos- 
sesgion of every piece of copper in Ger- 
many, es drastically as they have done 
in the case of wheat and rye. 

So far es the act of seizure is con- 
cerned, it will be simpler te carry out 
than that involving the governmental 
on grain. Copper is not a 
household necessity—at least not in Ger- 
many in war times—and its use in the 
communtty may be restricted to wiring 
for electricity without interfering great- 
ly with the comfort of the inhabitants. 
Then again, the copper trade is already 
controlled to a much greater extent 
than was the trade in breadstuffz, 

But—and it is a very large but—Ger- 
many’s supply of copper ig even smaller 
in comparison with the demand than her 
supply of grain, and cannot be increased 
even to the small extent that the pro- 
duction of grain can be. 

Germany produces sbout 24 per cent 
of the world’s copper output, which is 
roughly 1,000,000 tons. In 1918, according 
to American consular statistics, she im- 
ported 259,000 tons of raw copper and ex- 
ported (41,000 tons, most of which wag in 
wrought copper. Thus it will be seen 
that her consumption amounted to 118,000 
tons.

Her own production of enue totaled 
less than 80,000 tons, of which something 
over 20,000 tons were derived from the 
Mansfield mines, the remainder from 
severa small mines of little Iimportann 
The utmost pressure that could be laid 
upon the Mannsfield and other mines 
could not bring about a production of 
more than 85,000 tons a year. And yet a 
German copper expert, overcome by pa- 
triotiam, solemnly assured me that the 
German mines would suffice to supply 
the nation’s military needs! 

The palpable fallacy of this statement 
is revealed by the hitherto unadvertised 
activities of the War Metal Co., which is 
one of the many concerns formed under 
Government patronage for the admin- 
istration of commodities needed for mil- 
itary purposes. 

Agents of this company are carrying 
on an almost house-to-house canvass of 
the empire—without a word of publicity 
ettending their efforts—with the aim of 
purchasing at excellent prices all the 
copper doorknobs, stopcocks, pots and 
pans and other objects that househola 
ers are willing to dispose or to the fa- 
therland. The sums they pay vary, but 
roughly copper today is worth in Ger. 
many three times what it sells for in 
New York. 

The real campaign for the rounding 
up of the copper supply, however, is not 
yet under way. One is still able to pur- 
chase manufactured copper goods tn the 
teally prohibitive.

But how could the Religion of Might, 
that denies this right, cause the deca- 
dence of Europe, if Germany were again 
victorious this time over half of Eurepe? 
I have said it is‘for the interest of 
all countries, including Germany, that 
German influence must. not grow. The 
affirmation is strange and paradoxical!) 
in its appearance. What has been the 
defect that has ruined the Germaa 
character, once rich in virtues, in the 
last 40 years? What is the defect that 
has pushed Germany to let loose this 
terrible war on a peace-desirihg Eu- 
rope, and that still keeps her from un- 
derstanding the gravity of the crisis 
into which she has thrown the world? 
One defect—one only—has been swollen 
pride! 
The victories of 1866 and 1870, the rap- 
id accumulation of wealth, the prodi- 
gious development of some of her in- 
dustries, as the etalurgical industry, 
the growth of thé population, the ad- 
miration that all the other: peoples pro- 
fesesédd for her science, her social order, 
her industries, her army and navy, havo 
put her good sense to a severe test. The 
German people have pot been able to 
stand so much fortyune—so much suc- 
cess. They got to believe themselves 
masters of all Hurope—the most culti- 
vated, the most moral, the most active, 
valorous, laborious and strongest of all 
peoples. 
Having persuaded themselves of al! 
this—as happens to all over-proud people 
~—they ended by believing themselves 
persecuted. The other peoples, through 
efivy, ignorance or jealousy, did not 
give them their due. Germany then hea 
to watch out to defend that first place 
which was hers rightfully, and which in- 
ferior peoples wanted to contest with 
her. In this way the people were 
brought around to war without really 
being aware of it. 
Germany then must learn, and be real- 
ly convinced, that in the world there 
are certain peoples who, although they 
do not equal her in some things, sur- 
pass her in others; other peoples that, 
although behind her in everything or 
almost everything, have nevertheless 
the right to live and to work to better 
themselves. 
Universal Empire Would Bring Catas- 
trophe. 
What would happen if this pride, al- 
ready too great, were to be inflamed 
by new victories? 
No! The times in which we live are 
such that a great universal empire rul- 
ing the other states of the Continent by 
force could not be tolerated—a catastr - 
phe would occur. In antique times the 
universal empire of Rome was able to 
gather together many peoples under one 
scepter, without causing civilization tc 
perish, because in the antique civiliza- 
tion pride, ambition, deceit and all the 
other passions that are so easily’ in- 
flamed were limited by traditions, ri- 
ligion, artistic and philosophical culture, 
by the poverty and ignorance in whicn 
men still lived. An Emperor or a noble 
Roman always remained relatively mod- 
est men, because from all sides society 
told them not to presume too much on 
themselves, 
It is no longer thus. Today the world Nove 
is rich, intelligent, powerful. Today we 
criticise traditions, make and remake Si AT 
countries, dispute His commandments 
with God, Her laws with Nature. Liter- ( 
aiure, philosophy, custom, that which 
we call the spirit of the times; incite in- 
stead of limiting the pride, ambition and 
scheming of men. So it is all the more 
nesessary that every people feels its 
power limited by other people equally 
strong, intelligent and wise. If one 
people became strong enough to rile 
the others in times so sensitive to exag- 
geration, it would become the Nebuchad- 
nemzar of the nations and would suc- 
cumb to a delirium of pride and power 
that would make it commit the most 
dangerous acts of folly. 
Now, our generation, although not the 
Nebuchadnezzar of peoples, has already 
committed an extraordinary folly: The 
universal war, It seems to me that is 
enough. The world needs to gét -its 
sense of proportion back a little.

He was tear- 
ing up the furniture and destroying the 
plumbing in the observation ward when 
William Ahrens and another attendant 
entered and tried to subdue him. 

While attempting to overpower Strode, 
who is a large, strong maa, Ahrens, it 
is charged, threw ammonia in his face. 
The ammonia penetrated both eyes, leav- 
ing Strode blind in one eye and scarcely 
able to see out of the other. He was 
sent from the city hospital to the city 
sanitarium, where he was discharged in 
August as cured mentally. Ahrens and 
the other attendant were dismissed by 
the Superintendent. 

In his claim Strode represented he was 
unable to follow his former oceupation 
of reading blue prints, and that he could 
not make a living. Chairman Soully 
said he would present a resolution at 
the next meeting of the House of Dele- 
gates authorizing a full investigation of 
the affair.

Hearing of Mayor Roberts and 
27 Others to Begin at Terre 
Haute Tomorrow. 


88 HAVE PLEADED GUILTY 


One Hundred and Twenty-Six 
Originally Indicted, Charged 
With Vote Conspiracy. 


By Associated Press. 
INDIANAPOLIS, March 6.—Deputy 


United States marshals were busy 
today rounding up the more than 400 
witnesses to be used by the Govern- 
ment in the trial of Mayor Donn M. 
Roberts of Terre Haute and 27 others 
charged with conspiring to corrupt 
the last November election in Terre 


Haute, which will be begun before 
Judge A. B. Anderson in the United 
States District Court here next Mon- 
day. According to United States Dis. 
trict Attorney Frank C. Dailey, who 
will be in charge of the prosecution, 
the trial will last about 10 weeks. 

Former Congressman A. O. Stanley 
of Henderson, Ky., Roberts’ chief 
counsel, has been here several days, 
putting the finishing touches to the 
defendant's case. He will be assisted 
by a number of Indiana lawyers. 

The indictment on which Roberts 
and the others will be tried was re- 
turned Dec. 24, 1914, and named 126 
Terre Haute and Vigo County of- 
Yicials and others. Of the 126 in- 
dicted, 116 were taken in custody 
and 88 have pleaded guilty to the 
charge. Judge Anderson reserved 
sentence on the 88, a number of 
whom will be used as witnesses for 
the Government, until after the com- 
pletion of the trial. 

Twenty:seven of the defendants 
fought the indictment with a demur- 
rer, in which it was. contended that 
the Federal Court had no jurisdic- 
tion in the case, but it was over: 
ruled by Judge Anderson and they 
pleaded not guilty. One other pleaded 
not guilty. 

The indictment is in four counts. The 
first count, in brief, charged a con- 
spiracy to prevent qualified voters from 
voting, to prevent qualified persons 
serving on election boards and to de- 
prive persons of their liberty without due 
process of law. Conspiracy to defraud 
the Government through corrupting an 
election at which a United States Sen- 
ator and a member of.the National 
House of Representatives were:-to be 
chosen is charged in the second count. 
The third and fourth counts charge vio- 
lation of the postal laws, by using the 
mails to further the alleged conspiracy. 

Since the returning of the indictment 
in December, which named only Demo- 
crats and Progressives, another indict- 
ment namin five Republicans has been 
handed down as a result of the investi- 
gation of the last election in Vigo 


County. Each of the five pleaded not 


guilty, but no date has been set for their 
trials.

Mystery of Why Kaiser’s Men 
Spared Conspicuous Farm, 
Place Is Disclosed. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
PARIS, Feb. 2.—The mystery of a 

lone farmhouse which stood for months 

undamaged on a conspicuous knoll in 


the very heart of the battle zone near | 


Roye, with nothing but ruins all about 
it, has just been cleared up by a French 
infantry Captain. 

From this building the French watched 
the operations of the Germans in their 
trenches a quarter of a mile distant 
They expected every day to beco’ne the 
target for the German artillery which 
played ali around and even demolished 
the hut cf an old peasant woman only a 
hundred yards away. Every morning at 
dawn they crept up to the place from 
the rear and took their observations. A 
peasant farther back of the lines sug- 
gested that the owner of the farm had 
paid the Germans a round sum to spare 
his property and this explanation pre- 
vailed for some time. 

One morning as the French approached 
the place they were met by the peasant 
women whose hut hai been demolished 
and who had taken refuge in the cellar 
of the farmhouse. 

“A spy came last night into the gar- 
ret of the farmhouse,” she declared, 
“and he made illuminated signals to the 
Germans from the window.’’ The French 
officers could not believe it.

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GEORGE J. GOULD | 


REALLY RETIRING 
FROM RAILROADS 


His Name Will Not Appear 
in the List of Missouri Pa- 
cific Directors to Be Cho- 
sen in St. Louis Tuesday, 
the Wall Street Committee 
Having Enough Proxies to 
Control. 


SISTER HELEN ONLY 
WILL BE REPRESENTED 


He Has Fought Long and 
Pluckily Against Powerful 


Adverse Interests—Nearly 


Succeeded in Welding To-|/ 


gether a Trans-Continental 
System. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, March 6.—Reports of 


George J. Gould’s retirement from 
railroad control have been bruited 
so often and so circumstantially that 
no one might be accused of skepti- 
cism if he took them with a grain 
of salt. Nimble and resourceful as he 
has been, whatever else his enemies 
may say about him, he has dodged 
out of many a corner. 

But he is going out, and he is 


going out from the one railroad sys- 
tem which Jay Gould controlled at 
the time of his death. The Wall 


street committee which has obtained 
the great majority of proxies. of 


stockholders of the Missouri Pacific, 
has left no loophole for escape. Their 
representatives ig in St. Louis. with 
the proxies, though the annual meet- 
ing will not be held until Tuesday. 

Confident in its position, the com- 
mittee has announced the Board of 
Directors to be elected at the’ meet- 
ing and the list does not contain a 
Gould name. George J. Gould indli- 
vidually and the Gould estate, of 
which he is manager, are to part 
with their railroad heirloom. Only 
Helen Gould Shepard, who is report- 
ed to have lent her own money to 
the Misseuri Pacific on several occa- 
and to have rebelled against 
any plan for separation of her fa- 
ther’s roa@g from his children, remains 
attached to it. Her husband, Finley J. 
Shepard, is on the list of directors 
that will be voted in. 

What They Retain. 

In Wall street banking houses hos- 
tile to the Goulds—which is to say 
practically all the important houses 
—it may be remarked that the Goulds 
still have railroad control. They still 
control the International & Great 
Northern and the Texas & Pacific. 
The banking comment is _ caustic. 
With the loss of the Missouri Pacific 
is also lost the Denver & Rio Grande, 
the Western Pacific, the St. Louis, 
Iron Mountain & Southern, and, very 
likely, the Texas & Pacific. These 
roads have a trackage of 12,260 miles. 
With their passing, Gould railroad 
influence ceases, West as well as 
East. The last chapter is written in 
& oareer that aimed at railroad ag- 
grandizement rivalling that achieved 
by Harriman. 

In the first chapter George J. Gould, 
left in absolute control of the $100,000,000 
market value of railroad securities left 
by Jay Gould, ambitious, energetic and 
possessing enough ability to draw to him 
the money of John D. Rockefeller and 
having as counsel not only the wisdom 
of Rockefeller but the prudence of Rus- 
sel Sage, drew gradually away from 
them, marked out his own course and 
played his own game until he alienated 
every other powerful financial group in 
the country. 

The period of formation of his most 
ambitious plans was in: those first years 
of the twentieth century, which marked 
the formation of the United States Steel 
Corporation and most of the other great 
industrial triumphs and the consolida- 
tion and elaboration of great railroad 


systems—the days of the “captains of! 


industry,’’ when men talked and planned 
in hundreds of millions of dollars, when 
the ‘“‘bet you a million” of John -W. 
Gates was not considered greatly sur- 
prising. 

George Gould may have been carried 
away by the spirit of the times. But 
whatever the actuating motive or the 
inspiration, it gradually leaked out, 
though none was more secretive about 
his plans, that he had ventured on the 
high enterprise of welding together a 
transcontinental system. It is to the 
pursuit of that undertaking that the 
passing of Missouri Pacific contro! must 
be ascribed. 


Missed Goal 100 Miles. 

Actually Gould came within less than 
100 miles of working out his plan. Start- 
ing from East to West, he got control 
of the Western Maryland and brought 
for it the West Virginia Central & Pitts- 
burg. That brought him from Baltimore 
to Cumberland, on the eastern side of 
the Alleghany Mountains, from Pitts- 
burg. From Pittsburg he constructed 
Wabash-Pittsburg Terminal, which ac- 
quired the Wheeling & Lake Erie. The 
latter road connected at Toledo with the 
Wabash, in which he had built to a 
dominant position the stock left him by 
his father. . 

The Wabash took him to &t. Louis, 
whence the Missouri Pacific and the 
Denver & Rio Grande afforded access 
to Ogden, Utah. Thence to San Fran- 
cisco he undertook and completed the 
@ifficult task of constructing the West- 
ern Pacific through passes in the Rocky 
Mountains ~ Sierras on to San Fran- 
cisco. 

Everything oases to be going very 
nicely in the early part of 196. Money 
had been raised to complete the West- 
ern Pacific and its construction was 
well under way. Engineers were per- 
fecting plans for a line to carry him 
from Pittsburg across the mountains to

Testimony in the case has been 
taken before Leighton Shields, a ref- 
eree appointed by the court.

It was called “col- 
lege’’ because pupils in hair-dressing 
were received there and learned the 
trade, paving, of course, for their 
tuition. When they were “graduated” 
they entered other establishments 
and became good buyers of Mrs. Ma- 
lone’s preparations.

Nelson Prominent Figure 
Progress of Kansas City. 

Col. Nelson did not enter the newspa- 
per business until he was nearly 410 
vears old, but he became one of the 
most successful and prominent news- 
paper published in the country. 

He was bridge buildina, with head- 
quarters in Indiana in 1878, when Sam- 
uel E. Morss, city editor of the fort 
Wayne Sentinel, went to him with an 
ambition to start a newspaper. Nelson 
had just finished a bridge in Iowa and 
the County Court was to meet and ap- 
prove his bill the next day. He thought 
of turning the money he recelved for 
the bridge work into Morss’ newspaper 
scheme, but that night a freshet washed 
away the bridge and Nelson's work was 
never paid for. “It is this incident 
more than anything else which plunged 
me into the newspaper business,’ said 
Nelson. He and Morss bought the Fort 
Wayne Sentinel, ran it a year and sold 
it at a sufficient profit to start a paper 
on @ bigger scale in Kansas City im the 
fall of 188. This paper, the Evening 
Star, quickly found a place in the af- 
fairs of Kansas City, and all the Middle 
West, for it became stamped with the 
thoughtful and vigorous personality of 
its chief editor. The partner, Morss. 
withdrew on account of ill health after 
Twenty years after the 
Star was founded it absorbed The Times. 

Col. Nelson—whose title was conferred 
upon him by his friends—was largely 
responsible for developing Kansas City’s 
vast park and other progressive move- 
ments “to make Kansas City a good 
place to live In.”” The quotation was a 
slogan he always had above his desk. 

Col. Nelson's fortune was recently 
esiimated at anywhere from. $7,000,- 
000 to $15,000,000.

ULUIAN’ COOK 
ENDED LIFE 10 
AVOID DISGRACE 


Autopsy Reveals Motive for Ac- 
tion of Virginius Mayo’s Em- 
ploye in Killing Self. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the New 
York World and Post-Dispatch. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., March 6.—The 
cover was closed today upon the 
strange, tragic romance which was 
thrown open to public gaze by the 
suicide of Lillian May Cook, the lit- 
tle Brooklyn typist who killed her- 
self nine days ago out on a lonely 
mountain top. 

The story of tangled lives had al- 
ready told of the dual existence of 
the girl’s rich employer, Virginius J. 
Mayo, a childless married man, in 
this city, who was “James Dudley,” 
father of three beautiful children, 
and presumed husband of a beautiful 
young woman, in Brooklyn. 

That would seem to be enough of 
an unfortunate revelation, But the 
last page brought still another one. 
And that was that Lillie Cook, Mayo’s 
protege, who livéd in the Young 
Women’s’ Christian Association here 
and never was out later than 10:30 
at night, and whose conduct and de- 
meanor were apparently beyond the 
shadow of blame, ended her young 
life because, in all likelihood, she 
feared the ordeal of an unmarried 
maternity. 

No One to Be Arrested, 

Coroner Mix and State’s Attérney 
Alling announced today that the case 
was ended. A verdict was rendered 
by the Coroner (at least as much of 
a “verdict” as is ever rendered in 
this country) to the effect that Lil- 
lian May Cook had killed herself 
because of “despondency.” No one 
was to be arrested. No one was to 
be interrogated further. The formal 
report which the Coroner will file 
later with the proper authorities will 
give “despondency” as the sole rea- 
son for the act. 

But in announcing that this would 
be the case, Coroner Mix made known 
what he had learned from the two 
physicians, Dr. Marvin M. Scarbrough 
and Dr. Richard F. Rand, who per- 
formed the autopsy upon the young 
typist’s body. 

They found, the Coroner said, cer- 
tain indications that Miss Cook might 
have realized, within the past three 
or four weeks, that eventually—al- 
though at a distant time—the most 
dreadful thing that a young girl 
might face would be her lot. 

There were other indications, too, 
which secmed to show that eitner the 
girl herself, or, as appeared more 
probable, some experienced surgeon, 
had made certain preparations for an 
operation. It was remotely possible, 
the physicians believed, tnat a minor 
operation might have been performed: 
but they rather trended to the theory 
tnat such a thing was merely contem- 
plated and had not been carrfed out.

Twelve hun- 
dred tons of her cargo consisted of uni- 
forms, cloth for uniforms, sweaters and 
hosiery for. soldiers in the trenches. 
There were 1500 cases of machinery 
aboard as well, many hundred wagon 
whéels and 2765 bars of silver. In addi- 
tion there was a large assortment of 
foodstuffs. 

ia Touraize Built in 1891, 


La Touraine, a steamer of 12,860 tong, 
is one of the older transatlantic liners, 
having been built in 1891. 


Since she was launched La Touraine 
has played an interesting part in the 
history of ocean travel. She arrived 
in New York Oct. 28, 1913, with 42 per- 
sons which she rescued from the Uran- 
ium liner Volturno, which burned at sea 
with the loss of 132 lives. Capt. Caus- 
gin was one of the first commanders of 
rescue steamers to get a boat over in 
the heavy sea to aid in the rescue work. 
The captain and crew were decorated 
with medals for their bravery on this 
oceasion. It was the captain of the 
La Touraine who warned the ill-fated 
Titanic of the presence of icebergs in 
her course. 


Passy, near 
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London Manager Thinks Bomb Caused 
Fire on La Touraine, 
LONDON, March 6.—The manager of 
the Compagnie Generale Transatlantique 
in London said to the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent today: 


“Precautions against fire on modern 
steamships are such that the burning 
of La Touraine could be caused, in my 
opinion, Only by an explosion of sumé 
sort of an infernal machine, which cer- 
tainly would be the result of German 
machinations. We long have been aware 
that Germany’s secret service .n Amer- 
ica has attempted more than ounce to 
place bombs with time fuses in Fren th 
and British ships, but we have been 
constantly on our guard against this 
form of outrage and hitherto have “been 
able to frustrate activities of this kind. 


“It is hard to believe even Uermans 
would sacrifice a whole shipload of in- 
nocent noncombatants by such diabvl- 
ical methods. There can be no other ex- 
planation of the disaster to La Touraine, 
if she really is afire at sea."

No Law to Punish Him. 

However, to find the man would be 
an unavailing thing, as the Coroner 
and Prosecutor pointed out. There is 
no law in the statute books providing 
for the prosecution or punishment of 
a man who brings about a girl’s men- 
tal distress, even though that distress 
results in her death, 

Mayo, tall, handsome, grizzled, but 
with the physique of an athlete de- 
spite his 64 years, almost wept when 
the reporter saw him at his home and 
told nim of the findings of the phy- 
sicians. 

“I can scarcely believe it, he said. 
“As I have said many times before, I 
knew Miss Cook only as a sweet, 
good young girl, and this ngws about 
her is shocking. She was to me just 
an employe, whom  uad given a place 
in my office witn the consent of her 
parents, but I always had the highest 
respect for her, and it seems impos- 
sible that things the doctors have 
said are true.” 

The man was quite perceptibly af- 
fected by the story the Coroner had 
given as the reason for the typist’s 
self-destruction. 

Mayo was asked by the reporter 
about the identity of the third child 
now living in his Brooklyn house. He 
previously admitted—as did ‘Mrs. 
Dudley” or Lois Waterbury—that two 
of them were borne by that girl who, 
a few years ago, worked in his office, 
just as Lillian Cook did. But there 
has always been a mystery as to the 
third little one. The story has been 
repeated frequently both here and in 
Brooklyn—and never denied—that 
Mayo was the father of this, but that 
some woman other than Lois Water- 
bery was the mother. 

Child Has No Identity. 

‘What is that child’s identity, Mr. 
Mayo?” ‘he was asked. 

“The child has no identity, that’s 
why it’s there,” he replied slowly. 
Then he declined to talk any more. 
His counsel had advised him not to 
talk at all, he said. 

One of the peculiar angles of the whole 
Mayo-‘‘Dudley’’-Cook case has been the 
attitude of Frank Cook, Lillian May’s 
father, toward Mayo. When Cook snd 
his surviving daughter, Laura, were 
here a few days ago, they both told the 
police that they did not know Mayo and 
‘Dudley’’ to be the same person. Later 
Cook told the same persons that he had 
misinformed them before, and always 
had been aware that “Dudley” was reai- 
ly Mayo. It was only when Coroner 
Mix had a long talk with Cook yester- 
day at his secret inquest, that the full 
story of the acquaintanceship of the two 
was -brought out. 


» the girl, Lillian May, about three years 
ago decided she would like to aeip out 
the family resources by work of some 
sort, and so she registered at the Broox- 
lyn Y. W. C. A. and then answered an 
advertisement inserted in a Brooklyn 
paper by the ‘“‘Dudleys,’’ who wanted a 
nursemaid. She went to the “Dudley” 
house, accompanied by her mother, and 
obtained the position.. 

While she was there, Frank Cowk, ber 
father, Was taken ill. He was sent to 
the free ward of the Long Island Col- 
lege Hospital. He had merely the tay 
of a sexton of a church and could af- 
ford nothing better. Lilllan spoke of 
her father’s condition to ‘‘Dudley.” 
Within a day Cook was changed +o a 
private room and a spédcial nurse cared 
for him throughout his illness. 

“Dudley” Settled the Bill. 

For two months he was there. When 
he was about to leave he-learne’d that 
“Dudley” had settled all the bills. 

The Cooks and the ‘“Dudleys’’ became 
well acquainted. ‘Mrs. Dudley” fre- 
quently visited the Cook house.  LIl- 
lian’s father and sister often went to call 
upon her and her children. 

When the children in the Brooklyn 
house no longer needed a nurse, Lillian 
Cook returned to her home. But she 
was unhappy idle, and then “Dudley’’ 
offered her a place at $10 a week in 
the office of his radiator factory here. 
With the consent of her father andi 
mother, she accepted it and came to this 
city. The parents, of course, knew that 
she was to work for Mr. Mayo and could 
not have failed to know that he snd 
“Mr. Dudley’’ were one and the same 
person. 

Stories innumerable wWeré repeated 
about New Haven today that little Miss 
Cook, some months ago, had been auto- 
mobile riding with young men; that 
there were parties of four in which she, 
with another girl and a man who has 
been mentioned in this case, and a sales- 
man from New Britain, had figured 
But neither the police nor the Coroner 
nor the newspaper investigators have 
been able to find the slightest indication 
that these rumors Were true. 

Body Sent te Brooklyn. 

Miss Cook’s body was sent to Brook- 
lyn today. The girls in the Mayo of- 
fice sént a handsome floral piece of 
orchids, as did also Mrs. Mayo, the legal 
wife of the little girl’s employer. But 
neither Mayo nor his wife visited the 
undertaking establishment to look at 
the body. 

The body had no relative nor friend 
to accompany it to New York. Only an 
undertaker went along. 

Thus the queer, tragic tangle ends. 
Lilllan May Cook is dead, with a blot on 
her name. Virginius J. Mayo lives, with 
his dual mode of existence shown to 
the world. The name of the man who 
was responsible for the pistol shot wut 
on lonely West Rock will never—at least 
officially—become known. The identity 
of the mother of thé third child in the 
Prooklyn household of “Dudley” will

FRENCH OFFICIAL NOTE PUTS 
GERMAN LOSSES AT 3,000,000 


Calculation Is Based on Known Casu- 
alties in Ten German Regiments. 


PARIS, March 6.—An official note is- 
sued by the French Press Bureau de- 
clares that the German losses since the 
beginning of hostilities in killed,. wound- 
ed, sick and prisoners reaches the enor- 
mous total of 3,000,000 men. 

This calculation ia based on the known 


casualties in 10 German 1egiments. 

“Analysis of the German losses during 
five months, in 10 regiments taken from 
army corps on both the western and 
eastern German fronts, shows a total 
of 386,281 officers and soldiers; that is, 
an average per regiment of 7235 month- 
ly,” says the note.

SITUATION STILL GRAVE 


Dispatches Indicate’ Carranza 
May Order That Supplies Be 
Allowed to People in Capital.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—Advices in- 
dicating that Gen. Carranza might heed 
representatives of the United States 
and direct Gen. Obregon to permit food 
and supplies to reach Mexico City, re 
célved late today, are regardéd as ¢n- 
couraging at the State Department. 

While the situation was still described 
as grave, the intimation was given that 
Carranza was beginning to yield to the 
diplomatic pressure being exerted at 
Vera Cruz for an.amelioration of condi« 
tions in Mexico City, where famine had 
been threatened. 

Another disturbing elemént in the gen- 
eral situation reported to the State De- 
partment was the outbreak of an epl- 
demic of smallpox at Tampico, Twenty- 
nine cases are now in the hospital. 
Within the last three days é¢ight deaths 
have occurred. Consular dispatches say 
it is not known how many more cases 
have not been officially reported. With 
the expected attack on Tampico by the 
Villa forces and the arrival of thou- 
eands of Carranza reinforcements, con- 
ditions in the seaport are becoming al- 
most as uncomfortable for the foreign 
colony as in Mexico City. 

Obregon Refuses Transpartation, 

In the Mexican capital foreign diplo- 
mats are exerting every influence pos- 
sible to persuade Gen. Obregon to ac- 
cept the proffered aid of an internation- 
al relief commission which raised 250,000 
pesos to buy food and supplies for the 
needy. Obregon thus far has refused 
them transportation facilities to bring 
freight from towns in the vicinity. 

During the day some of the foreign 
diplomatists here received messages 
from their representatives [n Mexico 
City indicating that the diplomatic 
corps was desirous of leaving. 

One message said the diplomats 
had decided to leave in a body, and 
asked that arrangements be made 
for the care of diplomatic interests 
by consular interests remaining. <A 
similar méssage was received by the 
Swedish Minister here from his Gov- 
ernment at Stockholm. 

Late today he called on Secretary 
Bryan to ask what the United States 
would advise in case of foreign dip- 
lomats desiring to leave. He in- 
formed the Secretary that his Gov- 
ernment had been advised of a report 
that the diplomatic corps contem- 
plated such action. After his con- 
ference with Bryan the Minister sald 
he would advise for the present the 
Swedish Legation be maintained in 
Mexico City to look after the ine 
creasing needs of the Swedish resi- 
dents. 

Depends on U. 8. Course. 

It was learned in this connection 
that the decision of the diplomatic 
corps to leave was dependent to some 
extent on what might be the course 
of the United States in the circym-, 
stances. If the Washington Govern- 
ment is making efforts to better con- 
ditions in the Mexican capital, the 
diplomats would be econtem to re- 
main. A final settlement of the 
question of maintaining foreign lega- 
tions in Mexico City probably will be 
reached within a few days. . 

Another embarrassment in the situ- 
ation is the fact that Gen. Carranza, 
two days ago, issued another invitation 
to the diplomatic corps to come to Vera 
Cruz, where, he said, conditions were 
not so uncomfortable. The Ministers 
have consistently refused to accept Car- 
ranza’s invitations because they fearc 1 
this would be regarded as a recognition 
of his Government.

WASHINGTON, March 6.—President 


Wilson and Secretary Bryan had under 
consideration today a note of inquiry 


to Great Britain and France asking 
how the declaration of an embargo by 
the allies on the commercial inter- 
course between Germany and neutral 
countries was to be carried out in ac- 
tual practice. 

So numerous have been taquiries: 
from American shippers and export- 

ers as to what would be the legal 
status of ships and cargdes if de- 
tained by British or French oruisers 
and taken into port, that the United 
States Government has prepared a 
general inquiry on the subject to be 
addressed to Great Britain and 
France. Up to late today the inquiry 
had not been sent. 

In some quarters it was believed 
the Washington Government might 
awalt receipt of the order in council 
in which it is reported Great Britain 
is preparing to explain in éomé detail 
the general terms of her original 
declaration. Inasmuch, however, as 
the State Department has recéived no 
intimation of when the order might 
be é¢xpected, it also was considered 
possible that the inquiry would not 
be long delayed but might be sent 
tomorrow s0 as to indicate to the 
allies the solicitude of the United 
States over the general restrictions 
to its commérce implied in recent 
Anglo-French notes, 

That the American inquiry will in- 
dicate clearly the grounds 6n which 
subsequent protests will be based 
generally was believed in diplomatic 
circles. It was expected the Ameri- 
can Government would ask Great 
Britain and France for an explanation 
of their recent notes since President 
Wilson has spoken of the rather gen- 
eral and vague policy announced in 
those communications and the neces 

sity for discoveting how the prin- 
ciples expressed would actually be 
enforced. 

As yet, no reply has been received 
from Great Britain to American pro- 
posals for the abandonment of sub- 
marine Waffare, thé removal of mines 
and the shipment of foodstuffs and

U. 8. to Care for German Interests 
Shoula Allies Take Constantinople. 
WASHINGTON, Marcn 36-—Germany 

has asked the United States to care for 

its diplomatic interests in Constanti- 
nople should the allied forces occupy 
the capital of Turkey. 

Ambassador Morgenthau has been in- 

cted to assume that duty when the 

German Minister to Turkey leaves with 

the Ottoman Government for Eskichehir 

(in Asia Minor, 125 miles southeast of 

Constantinople), the newly selected tem- 

porary capital for the Porte. The Min- 

ister is arranging to place the German 
legation in charge of the American Am- 
bassador. 

Should the allies move closer to the 
capital it is practically certain that the 
Government departments will move, but 
this will in no way affect the intention 
of the military to make every resis- 
tance against the invaders.

Nourishing of. Patients Back to 
Health Next Step in City 
Hospital Treatment.

Ten wretched, feeble, nauseated and 
disgusted men turned over on their cots 
in Ward 7 at the city hospital yester- 
day evening and groaned grudging 
cheers when informed that they had 


finished their medical course of tke 
Lambert-Towne treatment for the drug 
habit. 

“If I could get a shot of hop now,” 
one of them remarked with an oath, 
“cure or no cure, you bet your sweet 
life I’d take it!” 

An interne who heard him, smiled and 
remarked that the man would change 
his mind when, within the next few 
days, a little wholesome food had nour- 
ished the patient back to health, for 
then, in all probability, he would be free 
from all craving for the morphine that 
had enslaved him. 

Of the 71 addicts who have applied at 
the hospital since the new Federal law, 
which makes it extremeiy difficult to 
obtain habit-forming drugs, went into 
effect, March 1, only the 10 have tried 
the Lambert-Towne treatment. It is 
a heroic cure. For at least 48 hours the 
patients have to undergo experiences 
that test their fortiude to the extreme. 
When it ig completed, however, the vic- 
tim who goes back to his old life does 
so voluntarily and not because of an 
abnormal craving. 


Kxperiences Are Described. 


Several of the 10 described their ex- 
periences to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 
The worst part of it, they said, was the 
sudden breaking off of the drug to which 
they had been accustomed. That was 
even worse than the effects of the bel- 
ladonna and other substances in the 
remedy—and these were bad enough, all 
agreed, 

The compound was given at first 
in hypodermic injections at half-hour 
intervals. The injections were fol- 
lowed by spoon doseg of the same 
specific, sometimes taken every half 
hour. This dosing was kept up for 
48 hours. 

“I had hoped,” said one of the men, 
“that after the. first two or three 
‘shots,’ I would be in a stupor? But 
I wasn’t. I was fully conscious all 
the time. Indeed, I tried.to sleep, but 
found it impossible to do more than 
doze. I tried to take food, but in- 
variably it nauseated me, For the 
two days I nave suffered from want 
of sleep and want of food and, most 
of all, from want of the drug I had 
been using.” 

‘I feel like now,” said another 
man, “but if I get to feeling better 
in the rext day or two, you may be 
sure I'll never touch any dope again.’: 

Felt Worse Than When He Came. 

“I feel worse than I did when I came 
in,’ added a lame man, who confessed 
he had been using drugs for 15 years. 
“If I could get down on Market street, 
i know 200 drug users, and I'll bet I 
could get a shot from some of them.,”’ 

The physicians explained this despon- 
dency on the part of the sufferers as 
due to their privations of the last few 
days. It will disappear, they think, 
along with the craving for drugs when 
nourishing food has built them up again. 

Fourteen more addicts, nine of whom 
were women, applied for admission to 
the hospital yesterday, making a -total 
of 56 in the hospital. Seventeen who 
have entered since Monday were unable 
to stick it out and departed. 

Most of them have been taking the 
old, or ‘‘tapering off’’ cure. That is, 
they received their customary drugs, 
but in gradually diminished quantities. 
The drug is prepared in solution and, 
whenever a dose is given, the quantity 
removed is replaced by distilled water. 
After a time practically none of the 
drug is left In the vial. 

The d4éctors believe that some of those 
who applied for treatment and went 
away after a day or so, were doing s0 
to obtain the drugs there when they 
could not get them elsewhere. Each pa- 
tient of sufficient strength may elect 
whether he will take the “tapering off’ 
or the “Lambert-Towne treatment.” 
None of the women have whdergone the 
latter. 


CHINA CONCEDES RAILWAY 
EXTENSION DEMAND OF JAPAN 


Conference of Diplomats Agrees on 
99-Year Period Asked for Man- 
churian Road. 

PEKIN, March’6.—At the conference 
held today between Japanese diplomats 
and statesmen of China, the Chinese 
republic conceded an extension for 4 
period of 99 years of the present Japa- 

nese railroad system in Manchuria. 

The conference was one of a series in- 
augurated following the Japanese occu- 
pation of Kiaochau to discuss the de- 
mands made by her upon the Chinese 
republic. 

China had been contending for the 
retention of a clause permitting her te 
repurchase the South Manchuria Rail- 
road at the expiration of a period of 
36 years from the date of the original 
lease of this line to Russia. The Chi- 
nese authorities are reluctant to grant 
to Japan requests concerning land 
ownership and trading rights. They are 
fearful that Russia would subsequently 
insist on similar privileges. 

At the Chinese-Japanese meeting in 
Pekin, March 3, China extended to Ja- 
pan for a period of 99 years the leases 
of the ports of Dalny and Port Ar- 
thur. The railroads of Manchuria 
came under the administration of Ja- 
pan as a result of her victory in the 
Russo-Japanese War.

A short time later her 
5-months-old daughter, Louise Eliza- 
beth, died there. One of her allega- 
tions in the slander suit is that her 
stepmother accused her of neglecting 
the child.

not stronger-—that Conley did the 
killing and perjured away the reputa- 
tion and liberty of his white employ- 
er to save his own neck. And the 
law gays that the jury MUST give 
the defendant the benefit of any 
‘reasonable doubt,”’ and, where such 
a doubt exists, MUST acquit him. 
There certainly was enough reason- 
able doubt in this case to justify Leo 
Frank’s acquittal. 

Without the story of the negro, 
Conley, the State’s case would have 
fallen absolutely flat. I find it ex- 
tremely difficult, though not {mpos- 
gible, to believe Conley’s story, and [ 
do not believe that Frank dictated to 
Conley the so-called “murder notes.”’ 
If he knew anything about the writ- 
ing of them, he left the composition, 
as well as the actual writing, to Con- 
ley. 

I do not believe that he was by any 
means proved guilty. I believe there 
is a strong possibility that he may be 
entirely innocent. 


MOB CONVICTION SAYS 
KANSAS CITY STAR MAN

WENT to Atlanta with an open

No honest man, unprejudiced, and 
of sane judgment, can review the 
record of the Frank trial and not 
know of a certainty that Frank Is 
innocent; that there was and is not 
any evidence that points to his guilt; 
or that even points the finger of sus- 
picion at him; that the real murderer 
is a negro who gave the only testi- 
mony given against Frank; that the 
trial of Frank established beyond 
doubt the guilt of the negro; that 
the public and newspapers of At- 
lanta well know this to be true; 
but that the authorities and nows- 
papers of Atlanta were goaded on by 
public sentiment and a mob spirit 
to the sacrifice of Frank, largely be- 
cause he was a Jew accused of 
myrdering a Gentile girl. 

This racial prejudice and delirious 
public clamor for his sacrifice domi- 
nated the trial. Justice was hushed 
in the tumult of it. The jurors 
knew they would be lynched if they 
acquitted him. 

It was not the evidence that con- 
victed Frank. It was the mob and 
the speech of Solicitor Dorsey to 
the jury. 

Dorsey spoke for three days. The 
speech was an appeal to the passions 
of prejudices of the mob which 
filled and surrounded the courtroom. 
The fury of that mob was seen and 
felt by the jurors. They heard its 
threats. They feared its vengeance 
if they did not convict Frank.

That the horse is but a substitute for 
man power on the farm, and a poor one 
at that, because of his being « continue! 
unnecessary expense, is the statement 
of M. L. Puleher, general manager of 
the Federal Motor Truck Co. “What the 
farm needs is power, the most economi- 
cal power, and for that reason farmers 
are becoming great buyers of moto 
trucks,” says Mr, Pulcher.

ed Grover Cleveland High Schoci, the

largest in the city, in whieh Milligan 


declared he found defects. 

Wall was ordered out of the school by 
watchmen Friday, when he challengei 
Milligan to point out to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter, in his presence, structural de- 
fects which Milligan had described in 
an interview published in the Post-Dis- 
ratch Jast Sunday. 

Wall toid a reporter that the School 
Board will be sued for the recovery of 
any part of the $85,000 which it with- 
holds from the contractor, on the 
ground that it may be spent in making 
Changes. He denied statements made 
'y Milligan and said that while defects 
existed, they were such as were un- 
avoidable and common in similar struc- 
tures or were the result of instructions 
‘-iven workmen by superintendents of 
‘he School Board during the progress 
of the work. 

Wall Prepares Statement. 

Wall prepared the following written 
‘ttatement: ‘“‘The Post-Dispatch in last 
unday’s issue, Feb. 28, published an 
article headed ‘$666,000 School Building 

hree Feet. Out of Square’ and other 
tems. as. follows: 

“Item No. 1. Building three feet out 
of square. 

“Item No. 2. That bearing walls were 
iOollow and filled with rubbish and brok- 
en plaster, and have been removed and 
ebuilt. 

“Item No. 6&. That greater part o 
voodwork and plaster has been torn out | 
ind done over. F 

“Item No. 4 Majority of window 
rames have been taken out and reset. 

“Item No. 6 Composition roof leaks 
ind will have to be done over. 

“This is then followed with an articie 
ublished in the Republic Monday, 
March 1, stating that the commission- 
r had remedied all defects and that 
suilding was finest west of Mississippi, 
ind would be completed in 6 days. 

“On advice of counsel, Mr. Wall of 
Wall Brothers Construction Co., went 
lown to the building March 2 to see 
Mr. Milligan, who had done this work, 
ind to see for himself the facts in the 
ase. Arriving at the building, he met 
Mr. Milligan at the front entrance, and 
asked him if he had authorized th: 
statements given to the press. He an- 
swered, No, and then added: “What's 
it to you if I did?’’ Mr. Wall answerea 
and said that he came down to be 
shown personally, whereupon Mr. Milli- 
gan, the commissioner said, ‘‘that |! 
lon’t want you in the building at all.” 
Mr. Wall insisted upon going in, where- 
ipon Mr. Milligan left. 

On entering the building Mr. We) 
inquired at the office in the building 
ter Mr. Whitney, superintendent for 
the Board of Education. With Mr. 
Whitney, Mr. Meiher and Mr. Bouth- 
:°, all superintendents for the Board of 
Education on building, and then begin- 
ning with each statement as itemized 
above, asked them as to the verity of 
same. They said they did not know 
who made the statements, but denied 
them fin toto. They said that they had 
never tried to check building as to its 
being square, but presumed it had been 
built to City Surveyor’s stakes, which 
it was. 


Had Not Rebuilt Wallis 
“Mr. Wall asked them if “cepa could 


show him one bearing wall they had 
removed and rebuilt, and they answered 
they nad not rebuilt any. 

‘Mr. Hall asked them to show him 
some window frames they had re- 
moved, and they couldn't, and finally 
said they had not removed any frames, 
but had fitted some sash. 

“Mr. Wall asked as to the roof was 
leaking, and they told him that during 
the heavy snow, laborers were sent up 
there with picks and shovels to re- 
move same, and in doing same had in- 
jured the flashing, causing leakage, 
and the same roofer who covered it for 
Wall Bros. {s now repairing it for 
them. 

“Mr. Wall desired to add to this state- 
ment that the same day at lunch Mr. 
Wall and his brother met Mr. Mieher, 
Chief Superintendent for Board of Edu- 
cation, who voluntarily said that Milli- 
Zan had denied to him giving state- 
ments to reporter. 

“When this was reported to counsel 
of Wall Bros., they sent notice go Post- 
Dispatch that said article was libelous 
and made an appointment for their re- 
porter to meet Mr. Wall at building site 
Friday, March 5. 

“On Friday Mr. Wall went to building 
to meet reporter and Mr. Milligan. The 
reporter was late, and Mr. Wall went in 
building alone. One of the workmen 
in the building told him that orders had 
been given to keep him out of the build- 
‘48, and after making an inspection he 
went down to the corner to meet the re 
porter, who had just arrived. They then 
went tn building and up to office. 

Talked to Superiatendents. 

“Mr. Milligan and the auditor were 
busy, and they left them and talked 
to various superintendents of work ag 
follows: Superintendent of brick work, 
si'perintendent of carpenter work, as- 
sistant engineer for the Board of Educa- 
tion, head janitor and superintendent 
and several of the different mechanics 
now working on the job. All their state- 
ments verify statements given on Tues- 
cay previous by Mr. Whitney, Mr. Mie- 
her and Mr. Souther. 


The reporter and Mr. Wall then ais! 


ify his previous statement in the pres- 
ence of Mr. Wall. His reply was that he 
could not show Mr. Wall anything, and 
he ordered him to leave the building. 
Upon Mr. Wall's refusal to leave build- 
ing he then went to office to have men 
put Mr. Wall out. At the request of the 
reporter, who agreed to meet and fe- 
port to Mr. Wall, ‘and to avoid further 
wrangling, Mr. Wall stepped outside of 
building. Instead of the commissioner 
showing the reporter these items under 
discussion, he had Mr. Whitney point 
cut other defects of minor importance 
which were as follows: 

The wall and immediately in front of 
the place occupied by the concrete mix- 
er Was covered with concrete which 
had fallen from the chutes above, and 
because they thought {t would be cheap- 
er to remove the face brick rather than 
clean it they had this’ done, but this 1s 
the only bearing wall removed.

FEATURE OF THe 
COTTON MARKE! 


Shipments Last Week Were 
347,914 Bales, Against 224,- 
119 Same Week Last Year. 


Exporting has gone on uninterruptedly 
during the past week, in the face of dis- 
concerting rumors of interference with 
shipping and the actual raising of insur- 
ance rates. Marine insurance was with- 
drawn on shipments to Italian ports on 
account of the accumulation of cotton In 
those ports. Insurance companies gave 
notice that no shipments of cotton to 
neutral countries in Europe would be in- 
sured without a clause excepting lia- 
aenty to the insurance companies in case 
of claims arising from capture, seizure. 
restraints, etc, by the British Govern- 
ment or allied Powers. Without this 
clause insurance is quoted at the rate 
of 80 per cent, which ‘is prohibitive; and 
this applies to shipments insured prior 

to this date, which did not sail within 
ia days after insurance was effected, 
unless these risks are made to conform 
to the above exemption clause within 
five days from March 4, when these no- 
tices were issued. 
Exports Are Heavy. 

Exports during the week just past 

totaled 347,914 bales, compared with 
119 bales the same week last year. 
The total exports to date are 6,533,625 
bales, compared with 7,369,425 to the 
same date last year, In February this 
year there were exported 1,544,512 bales, 
against 750,990 bales last year. The in- 
crease of exports may be shown by the 
comparison of month against month, 
this year and last, from Oct. 1 to March 
t year’s exports decreased ii 
volume from October on; this year they 
increased. Exports in February last 
year were one-half of the quantity that 
Was exported in October of the same 
season. Exports in February this year 
were three times the quantity exported 
in October, this season; for the five 
months the total is about 676,000 bales 
less than for the same period last year.

Peace Rumors a Factor. 


Rumors of peace have been heard 
frequently of late, and dry goods peo- 
ple expect this to strengthen the spot 
cotton market and so raise the price 
of woods, and they are consequently 
more inclined to buy. Prices on al- 
most all lineg of goods have been in- 
creased and mills are rather inclined 
to be careful in making contracts 
for foreign deliveries. Most of these 
peace rumors seem to hang on the 
reports of cancellation of goods con- 
tracts by Russia. There seems to be 
no other news in the papers that is 
strong enough to hang a peace rumor 
on, and Washington does not seem 
to be very hopeful of an early cessa- 
tion of hostilities. 

The interior movement has been 
more free of late and the into-sight 
movement correspondingly larger. 
Apparently the excess movement is 
destined for foreign markets. Stocks 
in the interior counted towns have 
decreased in the last week, although 
receipts have been much heavier than 
in the corresponding week last year. 
Prices in the various spot markets 
are advancing. The movement there- 
fore is consistent with the precedent 
set during the early season. Atfer the 
first panicky feeling was over, cot- 
ton was held tight,on any recession 
in price, but was gold freely at the 
advance. Such a course seems to be 
pursued now, for sales are larger 
than for some time, and at the same 
time prices are higher in actual busi- 
ness as well as in quotations. 

Prices in the principal spot markets 
are given further along in this col- 
umn, 

In spite of this heavy selling in 
New York, that market has regained 
most of the loss from the recent 
high point, and is again in high 
groun only 14 points under the 
high for October and December, and 
27 below that for May, the near 
months having suffered worst in the 
heavy selling, 

The weather in the South hag been 
wet and cold and preparation for the 
new crop has made little or no prog- 
ress, for the most part. It is too early 
yet to consider a forecast of what 
may follow. Acreage this year will 
depend more on prices than on weath- 
er, and as the market advances there 
is a lessening of the likelihood of 
Zreat decrease. The. Manchester 
Guardian estimates the Egyptian 
crop at 1,024,556 bales of 750 lbs, each, 
compared with 1,004,388 bales last 
year.

Trade Is Mathes Quiet. 

Trade in heifers was in many respects 
Similar to that in steers. While a liberal 
supply was recelved Monday and prices 
declined, still, with light runs subse- 
quent to the opening day. prices grad- 
ually reacted and bulk of heifers closed 
Steady. Choice light-weight kinds were 
in strong demand all week, and were 
mostly 15@25c higher. No full loads of 
heifers sold above $8.25 last week. 

Cows were by far the firmest spot in 
the butcher trade. Just a moderate sup- 
Ply was on sale at all times, and there 
was a good demand for all grades. Can- 
ners were l0@lic higher and cutters up 
to choice heavy cows showed a 15@25 
advance.

Supply of Sheep ‘Small, 

With a very small supply on sale 
each cay the market was in good 
shape ail week and values were 
really on the re dry basis they have 
been in the past two or three years. 
The arrivals, like for several weeks 
past, were practically all either di- 
rect from Colorado or else they were 
Westerns fed in TDlinois, Missouri, 
lowa or Pee geome and most of them 
good. 
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Wheat futures touched the lowest 
prices in two months on the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange last week under an 
avalanche of selling orders. There 
was a fair rally tin the market yes- 
terday, when the May option ad- 
vanced 4% cents. Quotations, how- 
ever, were materially below last Sat- 
urday’s finals. 

Bombardment of the Dardanelles 
was used by the “bears” in putting 
prices down, as it was confidently 
asserted that the opening of these 
straits would mean the release of 
200,000,000 bushels of wheat from 
Russia for absorption by England 
and France. There is little doubt, 
however, that this theory is falla- 
clous. In the first place, Russia last 
year shipped only 176,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, not all through the Darda- 
nelles, from @& normally large crop. 
With war on her hands at present, 
wheat is the most valuable assets 
Russia has. It ig not likely, therefore, 
that holders of wheat would throw 
their supplies on the market regard- 
less of price. 

Wheat has been cheaper in Russia 
than any other large country for 
several months past, but now that 
the opening of the Dardanelles seems 
possible, the price is advancing, and 
it will probably be found, should 
they be opened, that Russian wheat 
will be close to the level in other 
exporting countries, especially as if 
the war ig to last, which seems like- 
ly, holders of wheat will hardly mar- 
ket their supplies freely until a new 
crop is assured. 

It is likely that had not the attack 
on the Dardanelles developed as a 
factor to depress wheat, that some- 
thing else would have: been uséd as 
a “bear club.” The market at the re- 
cent high level was honeycombed 
with pyramid accounts that had piled 
up in all domestic markets by trad- 
ers who made fortunes out of “shoe- 
strings.’ Once the selling wave start- 
ed there was no stopping it until a 
thorough housecleaning took place. 


Best opinion now is that this has 
been accomplished. 


Blockade Is a Factor. 


Some traders attach more impor- 


tance to England’s embargo of ship- 
ments to Germany and countries that 
might aopely Germany, than to the 
Dardanelles bombardment. Ever since 
England’s embargo was declared 
there has been a lessening of our 
exports. Dealers and exporters are 
in fear of making shipments until 
there is more assurance that ord 
will reach their destination un 
lested. So much of the recent wihe 
rise in prices was based on our enor- 
mous exports that any lessening in 
the outgo would mean a material 
adjustment of prices, There are some 
traders who think Bn land’s attitude 
will be modified, but best opinion is 
that the emnbargo will stand. 

Reports from the domestic winter 
wheat belt are highly optimistic and 
last week the entire growing belt 
had beneficial snow and rain, There 
is every indication that the new crop 
will start the actual growing season 
under ideal conditions, on a largely 
increased acreage. If so, the “crop 
killers” will have to fall back on 
Hessian fly damage and dry weather 
for bull news.

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West Virginia Colliery WoWers 
Without Food or Drink Since 
Explosion. 


HINTON, W. Va., March 6.—Forty- 
seven miners were rescued alive today 
from the workirgs of the Layland mine 
of the New River and Pocahontas Con- 
solidated Coal Co., wreckea Sy an ex- 
plosion Tuesday. The men for four 
days and nights had been without food 
or drink. 

Rescuers, headed by J. W. Paul of 
the Bureau of Mines, Earl Henry, chief 
of the State Department of Mines, and 
Il. M. Bertelot, general manager of the 
company, entered mine No. 3. Tearing 
down a brattice work to let in fresh 
air, they found five men, who seized 
and Kissed them. 

Continuing the search, the rescuers 
encountered another brattice about 500 
yards beyond. Here in an entry they 
found 42 men alive. The miners were 
in such weakened condition that the 
rescuers had to carry them through 
the damp and gas to the entrance. 

Medical aid was given the men an4 
they were taken to their homes. All, 
it is belleved, will recover. 

Tonight 53 men, including those found 
today, had been rescued alive; 8 bod- 
les had been recovered, and 20 or more 
were unaccounted for. All but 11 of 
the dead have been brousht out. 

That some of the men had prepared 
to meet death was evidenced by a note 
written by Hugh McMillan, which said: 

“All hoping that the rescuers”. will 
reach us in time and all praying to our 
Saviour that such will happen, truat- 
ing to God that the air will last until 
they reach us. I am writing to my 
wife, Mary, to bring up the kiddies lov- 
ing their Saviour as I am now. How 
pour sins creep up in our faces in a 
time like this. Love to all.”

FIRE AT NORMAL SCHOOL

Students at Warrensburg Will Re- 
sume Study Tomorrow in Churches 
and Public Halls.

Warrensburg Normal School build- 
ing by fire this morning school will 
open as usual Monday. Arrangements 
have been made to use the Dockery 
symnasium as an assembly and study 
hall. The manual training building 
escaped the flames and its equip- 
ment is intact. The Warrensburg 
High School building and nearby 
churches will be used for recitation 
rooms. 

The loss is estimated at $500,000.

He 
has a mother in Louisville, and a sister 
in Lexington, Ky.

RAISING POULTRY. 
PRIZE WINNERS IN 
A CITY BACK YARD 


St. Louis Man Tells How He 
Succeeded by Intensive Se- 
lection of Breeding Pens. 


“How to Raise Poultry Prize Winners 
in a City Back Yard’’ would be an ap- 
propriate title for the article that fol- 
lows. The writer, Joseph Leithem of 


4878 Neosho street( St. Louis, took home 
three prizes from the recent great State 
Poultry Show in the St. Louis Coliseum 
—one awarded to a Columbian Wyan- 
dotte hen and two to ducks he exhibited. 
Leithem had as his sole equipment when 
he began poultry raising his natural love 
for birds and information he gained in 
a correspondence school course, He 
writes: 
The Columbian Wyandotte is the 
beauty bird alike among Wyandottes 
and all other varieties, although meager 
space is devoted to this fact in poultry 
publications. But to raise show birds 
and prize winners from a flock of Co- 
lumbian Wyandottes means a long road 
of labor, experience and expense. The 
fundamental working principle may be 
called “intensive selection and breed- 
ing.”’ 
For the beginner, the first step is to 
obtain hatch eggs from a reliable breed- 
er of Columbian Wyandottes, selecting 
only the best chicks as soon as their 
good points are visible. These pullets, 
a year later, should be placed with a 
male bird, also obtained from a reliable 
breeder of the same variety. Price 
should play no role in this step. 
Mating Prize Winners. 

This mating may produce birds that 
can be entered for exhibition for the 
prime purpose of comparing them with 
prize winners. Should any of these ex- 
hibits win a prize and are females, they 
should be mated with a cock of the 
same variety, preferably obtained from 
the best the showroom has to offer. Let 
the price of the cock be $ or $10 or high- 
er, as the bird’s value may merit. If the 
winning exhibit is a male bird, the same 
plan should be followed by careful se- 
lection of female birds to mate with 
the prize cock 

But even this procedure does not al- 
ways produce prize winners and may 
have to be frequently repeated to obtain 
results. An almost infallible rule, how- 
ever, would be: Always keep only your 
best birds and mate them with equally 
good or better stock vntil prize winners 
are obtained; from these matings select 
your stock and you will have good birds 
all the time. 
Details as to body formation, color of 
plumage and prize points of Columbian 
Wyandottes can be obtained from the 
Standard of Perfection, the recognized 
publication on poultry types and classi- 
fications. It is available through any 
poultry club. 

Experience the Gauge of Space. 
In raising show birds not much space 
is required. Almost anybody can raise 
prize winners with only one or two 
pens, if the birds are properly mated. 
Only the best females should be kept 
and mated with the best male. From 
four to six females to one male is a 
good rule, but only two females to one 
male would be much better than four 
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or six ‘f the additional birds were not 
up to the standard of the two. 

If a fancier or breeder hatches eggs 
from only two hens to one male, he 
knows exactly what stock he is dealing 
with and what to expect. He can keep 
closer watch over breeding confined to a 
few excellent birds than he can over 
a large flock of varying grades, and the 
selection will be quicker, surer and 
easier. 

But even though a small city lot will 
provide sufficient space for raising prize 
winners, the beginner must remember 
results are not obtained in one or two 
years. The space of experience required 
is longer and greater than the space for 
housing the fowls.» 

The Columbian W'yandotte hen which 
won first laurels in its class at the 
State Poultry Show was raised by me 
only after the most careful selection in 
mating and breeding during five years. 

Seme Peints on Duck Raising. 

The two prize winning ducks are of 
the Muscovy type and of great value 
for market purposes. Their meat flavor 
probably excels that of anyother fowl. 
A striking characteristic is that Mus- 
covys make no quackling noise. They 
are of two varieties, that of white and 
that of various colored plumage. 

My experience is that ducks are not 
more difficult to raise than chickens. 
They require about the same yard and 
floor space and as to housing and venti- 
lation, their needs are about the same. 
As they do not sle*p on perches the 
floor must be well cared for. I use a 
thin litter, dry leaves preferred to straw, 
and clean this out once a week. I see 
to it that the floor always is dry. They 
need no water except that to drink. In 
a general way their care is very like 
that of the chicken. 


It is a good plan to watch the stores 
and markets for a chance to buy small 
and defective cahbages, also turnips or 
other root vegetables, at low cost. They 
will furnish excellent green feed, so 
much needed at this time of year. It’s 
a good plan to hang up the cabbages 
and let the birds have some exercise 
in jumping up to pick at them,

Club Loan Plan in Arkansas 
Starts Youngsters Out With 


Flocks on Business Basis. 


H. ©. lead, Mayor of Fort Smith, 
Ark., H. K. Saunders, County Agent, 
N. Hopkins, editor of Arkansas 
Fruit and Farms, are at the head of 
a group of business men who are or- 
ganizing the boys and girls of the State 
into clubs to promote poultry keeping 
and stock raising. The plan has already 
achieved big results. 

Bankers and others loan each boy or 
girl $ for a pen of chickens or a pig 
or a calf, on a promissory note for the 
amount loaned, at 6 per cent interest 
and payable 12 months after date from 
the sale of original stock or its increase. 
The boys or girls must be members of 
the clubs and within the age limits of 
10 to 18 years. There is no expense to 
the membership, and each investor must 
report on progress to the person financ- 
ing the venture. 

The plan also provides that the per- 
son financing the boy or girl and also 
the latter’s parents take an active inter- 
est in the work and that parents or 
guardians waive all claim to any stock. 
Each county has its clubs, with officers 
and executive boards.

PURE BREEDING A 
PREREQUISITE. IN 
POULTRY KEEPING 


Success Hinges on Matihg 
Strong, Healthy, Mature Birds 
—5 or 6 Hens to One Male. 


Few duties in modern poultry keeping 
are of such vital importance as the 


sults of good or bad mating are so far- 
reaching that the necessity of following 
tested principles can hardly be over- 
estimated. Whether wanted for laying, 
for meat, for show purposes or for any 
other uses, good parentage in birds is a 
prerequisite. 

. In sorting out birds for the breeding 
pen, only strong, healthy, mature speci- 
mens, that are known to be good pro- 
ducers, ought to be considered. If they 
possess all the other qualities, but you 
are not quite certain about their ma- 
turity, it is always best to play safe 
and let such birds go over for another 
year. 

What a world of grief could be avoid- 
ed for the breeder as well as for the 
buyer of eggs for hatching if the breed- 
ing pens received the attention they 
should. How much ill feeling and dis- 
couraging experiences could be sidée- 
stepped by more careful methods both 
in selecting the individual birds and in 
caring for them afterward. 

Even when the birds decided upon for 
breeders are all above reproach, a com- 
mon mistake is to have the proportion 
of females too large for the number o2 
males. Five or six. hens to one male 
of the larger breeds, and not more than 
eight or ten hens per male of the small- 
er kinds should mean 90 to 100 per cent 
of fertile eggs, if the males are vigor- 
ous and well-bred, and if other condi- 
tions are equal. It is always better to 
be on the safe side and have plenty of 
males to insure fertility in the eggs that 
are to be sold for hatching. This means 
satisfied customers, and satisfied cus- 
tomers mean more sales. 

Another mistake frequently made with 
breeding stock is to feed too heavily of 
laying stimulants, thus over ing the 
vitality of the birds and diminishing the 
fertility of the eggs and the strength 
of the stock hatched from them. A 
barred rock hen, in the writer’s experi- 
ence last year, laid 34 eggs in as many 
days. She was in a pen of five females 
and one male. Every one of the first 
16 eggs were fertile, but out of the next 
10 only six were fertile. Not one of 
the last eight eggs laid would hatch. 
Then she took a rest, and on beginning 
to lay again, every egg turned out to be 
fertile. 

There is-nothing difficult or technical 
about feeding breeding stock for best 
results. The proper variety of feed, giv- 
en with good judgment, is all that is 
necessary. If the birds are closely con- 
fined, the feed should be such as will 
supply the elements available when 
birds are on open range. Whenever pos- 
sible, the feed should be given in such a 
way as to induce exercise. Grain can 
be scattered in a deep litter, and cab- 
bages or roots may be hung up to ob- 
tain this result. 

Briefly, the rations should be made up 
of the ordinary grains fed to poultry, 
such as corn, kafir, wheat and oats. 
Do not feed too heavily of corn or kafir 
or an overfat condition will result. 
Sprouted oats and chopped, scalded al- 
falfa or clover will satisfy the need fur 
green food, while ground bone and meat 
scrap will furnish the animal portion of 
the ration. Sometimes tankage, such as 
is used for hog feeding, is fed wit 
good results in place of other meat 
foods. The mineral part of the ration is 
supplied by grit and shell. 


Poultry Paragraphs. 


There are now more than 100 Standard | 
varieties of chickens in existence and it 
would be difficult to tell just how many 
varieties there are that are not Stan- 
dard. The Standard varieties are 
grouped in 11 different classes, as fol- 
lows: 

American, Asiatic, Mediterranean, En- 
glish, Polish, Dutch, French, Game and 
Game Bantam, Oriental Game and Ban- 
tam, Ornamental Bantam and Miscel- 
laneous. As might be supposed from 
these names, the varieties are classed 
largely according to origin, the breeds 
and their varieties being as follows: 
American class—Barred, White and 
Ruff Plymouth Rocks; Silver, Golden, 
White, Buff, Black, Partridge, Silver-. 
Penciled and Columbian Wvyandottes; 
Black and Mottled Javas; Rose-Comb 
Dominiques; Single-Comb and Rose- 
Comb Rhode Island Reds, and Pea- 
Comb Buckeyes. 

Asiatic class—Light and Dark Brah- 
mas; Buff, Partridge, White and Black 
Cochins; Black and White Langshans. 
Mediterranean class — Single-Comb 
Brown, Rose-Comb Brown, Single-Comb 
White, Rose-Comb White, Single-Comb 
Buff, Rose-Comb Buff, Single-Comb 
Black and Silver Duckwing Leghorns; 
Single-Comb Black, Rose-Comb Black, 
and Single-Comb White Minorcas; 
White-Faced Black Spanish; Blue Anda- 
lusians and Mottled Anconas.

I have noted often that you place 
the estimate of the cost of feeding a 
hen at about $l a year. Will you please 
tell me how this can be done? I keep

feed. I feed such grain as I think they 
need, mdash, meat scraps and plenty of 
sprouted oats. I get about 3 eggs per 
Gay, Which I think is doing very well, 
but if there is any way to accomplish 
the same results with less expense I 
should like to know it.—W. 8., St. Louis. 

I @m sure you are mistaken when 
you say that I have given $1 a hen a 
year as the average cost of feeding. 
I don’t think I have done that. I recall 


‘that I more than once stated it cost 


$1.50 or more at the present price of 
feed. I know it has been a common 
idea that fowls can be fed for $1 a 
year apiece. This could have been done 
when the price of feed was lower and 
perhaps something like it can be done 
in exceptional cases now, but it can- 
not be done if one pays the price now 
charged for grain and other feeds in 
the cities. You speak of feeding grain 
but don’t say what grain you are feed 
ing. Of course, if one is feeding any 
amount of wheat this year, the cost 
of feeding is pretty high. Wheat is 
almost twice the average price right 
now. In fact, if you are making wheat 
& considerable part of the ration, I 
don't know how you can do much bet- 
ter than $2 a year per bird.

for his mishandling of funds _in- 
trusted to him. He at once chose the 
former alternative, and left St. Louis 
last Monday night. 

Back's shortage with the

bazar, held a year ago in the Coli- 
seum, to determine how much is to 


ibe made up to the association. The 


$500 lost to the charities by Back’s 
cashing of a $500 check, to which the 
indorsement of Sigmund Baer was 
forged, will be made up by the same 
men. 

Mrs. Back to Be Provided For. 

It was also stated yesterday that Mrs. 
Back, who is still at the Cates avenue 
sddress with her two children, will not 
be permitted to suffer want because of 
her husband’s absence, and that, when 
Back has established himself elsewhere, 
she will be provided with funds to go tu 
him. 

Insistent inquiries of women, who gave 
e week's hard work in the Y. M. H. A. 
bazar, first caused the investigation of 
Back’s affairs, according to the story 
told to the reporter. These women, anx- 
fous to learn how much had been raised 
for the association by their efforts, in- 
quired of Emil Mayer, treasurer of the 
bazar fund. 

When the women heard of the re- 
ports Back had made to the treasurer 
regarding the receipts of various booths 
they told the treasurer that either there 
was a mistake somewhere or else ex- 
penses were being charged of which 
they had no knowledge. These reports 
became sc insistent that a quiet inves- 
tigation was begun into Back's affairs. 

While this investigation was under 
way it was learned that Back had 
cashed at the Mechanics-American Na- 
tional Bank a check for $600 sent by 
Mrs. William Barr of New York for 
the use of Jewish charities here, and 
upon which had been forged the in- 
dorsement of Sigmund Baer of 5314 
Waterman avenue, secretary and treas- 
urer of the Stix, Baer & Fuller (Grand- 
Leader) Dry Goods Co., to whom the 
check was made out, although it was 
sent to Back at his solicitation. It 
was also found that in securing the 
check Back had used without author- 
{ty the name of Mrs. Charles A. Stix ef 
26 Portland place. 

Five men prominent in Jewish affairs 
held a consultation and summoned Back 
to meet them in the Pierce Building of- 
fice of Moses Fraley, father of Mrs. 
Stix. 

At this conference Back said he had 
been “found out” and admitted having 
diverted funds of the bazaar, and duces 
received for membership in the asso- 
clation, to his own use. 

Saw No Way Out. 

Back had begun the publication of 
“The American Jew,” a weekly maga- 
zine. He said his affairs were so in- 
volved that he saw no way out. The 
men at the conference had no wish 
to prosecute Back. One of them said 
that Back had made many friends by 
the excellent manner in which he taught 
at the Sunday School of Temple Israel 
and at times read the Jewish service 
when Rabbi Harrison was away from 
the city. 

After some consultation, the men in 
the conference told Back he could es- 
cape prosecution by leaving the city 
immediately and remaining away. Back 
had already closed a credit clothing 
business at 208 North Seventh street. He 
willingly accepted the terms offered.

66 HE woman spy of fietion, though not*absolutely a myth, is very 
. ragely indeed. The siren of beauty and wit, mysterious as she is

_ drama; but it must be very obvious, on reflection, that she would defeat 
f her own ends by the very mystery that is supposed to surround her.’’ 

Thus is one of the favorite errors concerning espionage exploded by a 
member of the English Secret Service in his new book, ‘‘The German Spy 
System from Within’’ (Doran). All of the glamor and romance with which 
spies are sometimes invested by popular imagination, led by lurid fiction 
writers, is swept away by the author, who declares that spying is the mean- 
est and most sordid of careers, including listening at doors, stealing letters, 
blackmail and the corruption of victims with drugs like cocaine and mor- 
phine; and that the spy par excellence is one who has a decidedly eriminal 

 . instinet. 

The German spy of the higher class, says the author, undergoes a hard 
schooling of several months. He must speak at least one other language than 

~_ his own. He must be a competent photographer. He must be a qualified 
surveyor, such as was the spy who, directed to obtain precise information 
about the Forth Bridge in England, was able, judging his distances merely 
by pacing, observing angles and triangulation, to ascertain the dimensions 
of the bridge with errors of less than a foot. 

( The spy must be able to draw from memory accurate scale maps, and

must pass an examination in military affairs more rigid than that given 
: army officers; for in technical matters the spy must not make a mistake; he 
——e-msst be able to place guns and men, works and engineering details, with 


curagy, since misinformation is worse than none. 
eT. Ws naval spy must be an expert in topography, trigonometry, naval con- 
| gstrie.on and drawing. He can recognize at a glance any of the various 


classes of torpedoes, mines, submarines and guns. With silhouettes he is 


made acquainted with, every class of naval vessel in the world, and can rec- 
| ognize at sight any battleship belonging to any of the Great Powers. 
} Throughouh France, aceording to the author, Germany stationed 
| spies who oceupied what are called ‘‘fixed posts.’’ These were Germans 
) who, 10 or 15 years ago, went into France and set themselves up in business 
«# in the various towns. The German Foreign Office expected them to ‘‘live 
off the country;’’ that is, to make their business self-supporting if possible 
although deficits were made up by the German Government. 
They were instructed to take all pains to make themselves trusted and

liked, to make themselves such a part of the life about them thac in time 
they would come to be regarded by their French friends as one of themselyes. 
In the meantime, every scrap of military information they could lay hands 
on was sent to Berlin’ by a ‘‘traveling ifspector,’’ for the spies were for- 
bidden to use the French post, in which their letters might be opened. 

The spies were directed to make an especial study of army and navy 
officers ‘‘in low cireumstances;’’ who were so poor that they might be, open 
to bribery. The wives of officers were also to be studied, and wherever 
one proved to be open to such an attack, she was to be blackmailed into 
supplying military information as the price of silence. 

In Berlin, it is said, there is a huge card-index eontaining the most 
personal information about every officer in the French army and navy. No 
scrap of information is too minute to be preserved. Thus the German Gen- 
erals are supplied with precise knowledge as to the character and abilities 
of the officers opposing them. : 

Women are employed as spies chiefly in such humble capacities as do- 
mesties, governesses or barmaids. Women of the underworld are a favorite 
tool. Two cases are cited in which women spies overcame the scruples of I's 
French efficers by teaching them to use opium and cocaine. 

As treachery is perhaps the most essential trait of a successful spy, he 
is not trusted too far by even his own government. The usual device to en- 
sure his loyalty is to withhold a portion of his pay, which would be forfeited 
if he proves talse. To rid itself of spies who ‘‘know too much’’ the German 
Foreign Offiee has various means. Undoubtedly, says the author, Dr, Karl 
Armgaard Graves, the famous German spy, was intentionally betrayed to 
the British authorities by a misdirected letter sent from: Berlin, and put 
out of the way of doing harm thtough a jail sentence in Edinburgh. When 
it was desired to ‘‘remove’’ a German spy ip Russia, a noted duellist was sent 
to the spot. He stirred up a quarrel with the spy and killed him. 

The author says that in the present war the German spy system was 
triumphant in Belgium, and cites the fal] of Maubeuge as being due to pre- 
cise information concerning its forts and guns, and also to the existence of 
concrete foundations for the siege guns which were built by Krupp’s, on 
the pretense of establishing a factory for making locomotives. On the other 
hand, he asserts, the spies made terrible blunders in convincing Berlin that’ 
Treland would seize the opportunity of war to revolt, and that Britain’s col- 
onies were waiting only for an auspicious momett to rise against the Mistress 
of the Seas. .

S daughter chides 
both rich and poor for shirking 
responsibilities ” Working girls 
regard jobs as makeshifts until 
they can ‘catch husbands, and 
marriage as a paradise in which 
they will not have to work 
Author's views on society 
Women and international ‘mar-

T is a far cry from the shopgirl to the multi- 
millionaire’s daughter who, through an in- 
ternational marriage, acquires a European title. 
Yet they are both sisters under the _ skin, 
through their common possession of the fault 
which is the chief characteristic of the average 
American girl—the fault of shirking responsi- 

bilities, of regarding it as her -right to receive rather 
than to give, of repugnance to hard, honest work 

What has an American-born peeress to do with hard 
work? the reader may ask. And how can the shopgijr1, 
working many hours each day for a meager wage, be 
said to shirk her responsibilities? It is made plain by 
Miss Anne Morgan, daughter of the late J. Piernont 
Morgan, in her little 66-page book, “The American Gir!,” 
which has just been published (Harper & Bros.) 

In American iife today, says Miss Morgan, the wealthy 
girl is confronted by prob- 
lems which she may face 
and overcome by, hard, 
honest thinking, or-which 
she may attempt to evade 
by seeking a refuge 
‘through marriage in 
Europe. Democracy is 
| astir as neVer before, and 
social conscience has had 
a new birth. They are op- 
posed to the selfishness 
} which would base a sepa- 
rate caste upon. wealth. 
Even the millionaire’s 
mansion is invaded. by 
the new spirit, and _ his 
daughter finds herself 
torn between an inclina- 
tion to lead the idle, self- 
indulgent life of a Dollar 
Princess and the prompt- 
ings of conscience which 
remind her of her own 
unusual responsibilities to 
society as a whole. If 
she is too cowardly and 
indolent to make a choice, 
she flees to Europe. 


“The American _ girl 
who seeks to avoid the 
conflict by looking to 
European sanctuary,” 
says the author, “‘is in- 
deed deceived. She longs 
for the finish and beauty

past generations have accomplished, she fails to realize 
that it lies in her own hands to bring that same beauty 
into her own surroundings. 

“A greater courage and a finer idealism will cause her 
to face the conflict at home.” 

And what of the shopgirl? Miss Morgan writes: 

“The problem now facing the American girl is her 
utter inability to realize that her future can only be a 
logical development of her present. Her mental atti- 
tude pictures the distant years as a flowery period when 
the man of her destiny shall place at her feet the fruits 
of his toil, so that together they may wander hand

to the earlier civilization when the woman could weave 
and spin by her own fireside the rough matcrials which 
were to be worn by her husband as he worked at the 
forge and in the fields or went out to slay his enemy 
with his own hand. 

“Conditions have improved dering these years, but 
civilization has brought to the woman a false con-ep- 
tion of her own value in the world. She has grown to 
believe that a woman’s duty is not to work, but simply 
to exist until such time as she can find someone who 
will work for her and support her parasitic existence. 
The harder her struggle the more she considers mar- 
riage as an ultimate goal, where she can rest from her 
labors.” 

Miss Morgan is convinced of the fact that every wom- 
an’s real vocation is marriage; but insists that marriage 
shall not be regarded as a means of escape from work, 
but rather as an opportunity to do work of a nobler 
and higher form. Marriage is not a license to a woman 
to toil not nor spin for the rest of her life, but is a new 
and arduous job, to be undertaken with the joy of one 
who knows that work offers infinitely greater pleasures 
than does idleness. 

Therefore, she would have the working girl regard 
her job not as a disagreeable interval, to be endured 
until the advent of a-husband, but as an opportunity to 
prepare herself, by diligence and earnestness, for the 
tasks which marriage will bring. On the other hand, 
she would have employers recognize that the more seri- 
ously their girl workers are preparing for matrimony 
the better saleswomen they will make in the meantime. 

One. result, she asserts, will be that “the girl will be 
less interested in spending her hard-earned salary in 
vying with her companions to dress in the most ex- 
treme and the most inappropriate of the season’s fash- 
ions.” 

Miss Morgan is severe in her discussion of interna- 
tional marriages, and is not certain whether this is not 
the ‘American ‘melting pot's’. method of “trying to 
clarify itself by throwing off its useless scum.” “Is it 
sending off to Europe,” she asks, “its pleasure-loving 
and self-seeking representatives that have been fed and 
nurtured in a group where privilege reigns supreme?”

“The girl who was led by circum~- jf 
stances to work for a daily wage at 
14: will openly express her scorn of the 
girl whose marriage has meant a part- 
nership in work as well as ifn play. 
The girl behind the counter and the 
girl at the desk will say with one voice: 
‘We work only until we marry.’ ”’ 

In other words, she does not take her 
work seriously, but regards it as only 
a makeshift to serve until she can cap- 
ture a man who will do the working 
for her. In consequence, her employer 
regards her as she regards herself—as a 
temporary stopgap. There are few effi- 
ciency classes for women employes in 
store or factory as there are for men; 
for the latter, knowing.that the office 
boy of today may be the manager of to- 
morrow, consider their work in the 
light of a serious career. The girl em- 
ploye, whose ambition does not lie in 
the direction of advancing the interests 
of the firm, but in that of the conquest 
of a husband, are paid the lowest pos- 
sible wages and treated by the employ- 
ers as necessary evils. 

“Because of the fact,” says the writer, 
“that modern condition have taken the 
work from the home to the factory, at 
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can woman,” she adds, 
“who visits Europe for 
sufficiently long periods 
to enable her to establish 
herself in society, sees 
with clear eyes, some- 
times with a kind of af- 
fectionate impatience, her 
young countrywomen 
who have taken root in 
the older civilization and 
who are the targets alike 
of admiration and of bit- 
- ter eriticism. 

“For generations, now, 
current literature has 
been filled with descrip- 
tions of the American 
girl. We find her in En- 
glish novels as a wild, un- 
disciplined creature, with 
a desire for. every luxury

Home, and those who chose the latter were paid like anybody else, and so became 
self-supporting in what they always regarded as their own home. 

As soon as she was old enough to think about 
the matter she told the ma.. she wanted to remain in the Home, and wanted | 
to learn everything, so she could be a good helper. She was given a thorough ¢ 
training in all the lines of work required in maintaining the establishment, and ~ 
being an apt pupil, soon became the main dependence of the matron. A natural 
love of children and a real talent for managing them aided her greatly, and she 
was only 18 when she was placed in charge of the infirmary, a post she has 


in this department, but the children always go to her even yet when they are ill, 


if not told to consult the trained nurse who now is in charge. 
When there were no ailing little ones to nurse she busied herself with sewin 


and mending for the well ones, and in doing beautiful crochet work, which 
sold at the church bazars. Failing eyesight has put an end to the crocheting, ‘ 
the mending still goes on, and the sewing, especially the buttonholes, is a never- 
ending occupation, she declares.

Nahigian keeps an eye on the 

bucket and the degs that come to Waaa 
drink. Experience has made him \ Gee 

an expert in recognizing a lost dog. 
When he sees 'a lost dog on his side A 

walk he calls it into his ‘store and 
puts it in the cellar,’ which extends & 
the width of two stores, and is well 3m 
ventilated, and gives it food and drink, (ie 
and bids it be comfortable while he YJ 
makes an effort to return it to its home A... 
or find another home for it. \ ee 

The next day he advertises in the’news- { 
papers that he has found a dog, describing 
it thus and so, and inviting the owner to 
come up to Franklin avenue and identify the 
animal apd take it home. If that does not 
bring the owner, he puts another advertise- 
ment in the papers, announcing that he has 
a dog of a certain sort, or a certain® descrip- 
tion or breed that is in need of a good home, 
and inviting persons who have good homes to 
offer to dogs to come around and talk to him 
about it. 

There has to be quite a little talk.about it be- 
fore a dog that has come under the protection of 
Nahigian is surrendered to another’s keeping. 
Nahigian wants to be fully satisfied that the dog is 
going to have a good home. Rather than permit it 
to go to a bad home -he would put it to death. 

If the applicant does ndt look like he is fit to be 
the owner of a dog, Nahigian sends him away. If the 
applicant commends himself to Nahigian, the foster- 
master goes out to see the home which is offered. If 
everything seems to be all right, he permits the dog .to 
be taken away, but 
makes a’ record of 
the name and ad- 
dress of the new 
owner, and has an 
understanding that 
if the dog is hadly 
treated in its new 
home he will have. 
a right to reclaim 
it. After a while 
he goes around to 
see how the animal 
is being treated 
and not until] then 
does he check that 
particular dog off | 
of his books.

-Ye is circulating thousands of pamphlets 
containing eulogies of the dog, and set- 
ting forth what he ‘thinks should be done 
to settle the dog question, as follows: 

Twenty thousand dogs come to 
violent ends every year in St. 
Louis. 
Don’t keep a dog at all unless 
you can give it a good and safe 
home, where it can hurt no 
one and no one hurt it. 
It is much more humane to 
drown the pups as soon as 
. they are born, than to allow 
them to live a few weeks or 
months and then give them 
away or turn them loose. 

It is not far-off the mark 
to say that of the 50,000 dogs 
of St. Louis, 45,000 would 

| “ia : have been better off had they 
never been born than living the wretched life they live. 

Instead of practicing vivisection on the dog, and since mankind 
has never gained the least benefit from the practice, why not try 
eugenics on them, and thereby decimate the number of dogs? 

Councilman Fletcher of St. Louis has introduced a bill raising the 
license of female dogs from $1 to $5. This is good, but not good enough. 

I think it should, instead, be raised to* $20—the rate in force in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

Another humane law is that in force in Los Angeles, where they 

arrest and fine the owner of any dog found outside the owner’s premises. 


There’s a reason for giving the dog question serious consideration, Nahigian 
thinks. That the city is not growing by leaps and bounds, he thinks, is 
because it has no adequate laws forthe protection of dumb animals, and 
the few that it has are not enforced. New York, Washington, Los Angeles; 
Detroit, Boston and Cleveland, which have humane laws, and enforce them, 


are growing two to four times as fast as St. Louis, hegsays, and that is — 


the reason. : | 

“This is how it works,” heesays.. “Suppose a stranger in the city—and 
we are so situated that strangers are passing through the city all the time 
—were. to see one of our dog catchers jerking up a dog with his wire noose 
and throwing it into his wagon as if it was a piece of wood. He’d be apt 
to say to himself: ‘I’m glad I don’t have to live in a city that tolerates 
such wanton cruelty.” And when this man gets back to his home, he'll be 
telling his experiences, and bad news travels fast, and people. will shun 
St. Louis.” 

Nahigian thinks, with Cuvier, the great French naturalist, that. the 
domestication of the dog was man’s greatest achievement, lacking which 
there would have come none of the marvélous inventions of modern cf 
ilization. The domestication of the dog, he says, taftght man that other 
animals could be domesticated, and civilization resulted. 

He thjnks the best thing that could happen for: the dogs of St. Louis 
would be fgr about 45,000 of them to be mercifully put to death. That 
would leave about 5000.

OME belligerent person who didn’t 

have anything else-to do, started 

a newspaper row, recently, as to 

which of the great civilized 

countries had produced the 

greatest inventions. It began 

with a gentle spear-tilting be- 

tween advocates of German progress and 

persons who wished to demonstrate that 

the Germans did not have any monopoly 
on inventive genius. 

It all might have been avoided if the 
combatants had only taken the trouble to 
consult the encylopedias in the reference 
room of any library. Here, for the mere 
trouble of looking, any person could have 
discoveréd in a few minutes that the 
United States far outranks all other na- 
tions. For out of 66 epoch-making inven- 
tions, 29 of them were made in this coun- 
try. England comes next with 17, France 
third with 10, Gérmany fourth with five, 
Italy fifth with two and Brazil, Sweden 
and Austria trailing with one each. 

In this catalog a sharp distinction is 
drawn between the discovery of a scientific 
principle and the application of that prin- 
ciple in a successful mechanical device. 
In other words, the things counted are only 
the first practical developments of great 
scientific principles. 

If scientifie discoveries were classed as 

inventions, German genius would make a 
far better 
showing than 
it has in this 
list. German 
chemists have 
perfected pro- 
cesses now 
used through- 
out the indus- 
trial world 
and have im- 
proved almost 
every process 
they have 
taken in hand. 
But a discov- 
ery, such as 
radium, is not 
the same 
thing as an 
invention, such 
as the phono- 
graph. The 
Germans, who 
have been 
pioneers in 
many fron- 
tiers of science, 
have  negiect- 
ed, relatively, 
that of me- 
chanical in- 
vention.

constructed until in 1709, 66 years after 
Torricelli’s barometer appeared. Its in- 
ventor was a Prussian named Fahrenheit, 
whose name today distinguishes the scale 
of measurements of the thermometers in 
common use in the United States. 

Every schoolboy knows about Benjamin 
Franklin and his kite and every school- 
boy knows that Franklin was the first in- 
ventor of a lightning conductor. To the 
printeg philosopher goes the credit of 


_ founding the American school of invention, 


which has made so many brilliant achieve- 
ments within the last half century. 

The spinning jenny, which revolution- 
ized methods of cloth weaving was the 
invention of an Englishman, J. Hargreave. 
Thirty-one years later, in 1794, E. Whitney, 
an American, invented the cotton gin. A 
great part of the early manufacturing 
prosperity of our own country had its 
origin in these creations. 

Equally as well known as Franklin’s 
kite is Jamie Watt's teakettle. If the 
former was the beginning of modern elec- 
trical mechanics, the latter was the be- 
ginning of medern power development and 
Watts is immortal as the inventor of the 
steam engine. Watts, it will be remem- 
bered, was a Scotchman. 

Raised letters for the skilled fingers of 
the blind is often considered a modern 
invention. The fact is that ‘it was per- 

fected in 1784, 
the inventor 
being V. Hany 
of France, 
About that 
Same time J.

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OSEPH L. HALL, son of a wealthy Cincinnati 
manufacturer, who, at 28 years of age, has 
been elected president of the Oil Belt Ter- 
minal Railroad Co., owes his distinction of 
being the youngest railroad president in the 
United States to Cupid and a chance meet- 
ing Wita Miss Jane Haskell, daughter oi 
Oklahoma's first Governor. 

When Miss Haskell, a pretty blonde, was 17 years old. 
she determined upon a stage career and went to Cincin- 
nati to attend a dramatic school. She became very pro- 
ficient and was highly praised for her appearances in 
several private recitals, and it is reported that offers 
had come from several managers. 

Young Hall was at that time working in his father's 
factories, studying time locks and combinations, with the 
understanding that some day he would be at the head of 
the great business. But by accident he met Miss Haskell 
and they cultivated a friendship which was not slow in 
ripening into love. From that day the stage lost its 
lure for Miss Haskell and young Hall was not at all 
certain that he would be a Cincinnati manufacturer. 

About the time of their acquaintance, Miss Haskell 
was a center of news interest because of her part in a 
woman suffrage controversy. She had found time in the 


/ midst of her studies to write some sarcastic things about 


suffragists, These, printed in the Oklahoma newspapers, 
brought down upon her head the wrath of the Oklahoma 
suffragist leaders, in particular Dr. Ruth A. Gay. 

Dr. Gay wrote a very bitter retort, which was pub- 
lished in an Oklahoma City newspaper. She wondered if 
Miss Haskell’s youth and inexperience oughtn’t to plead 
for her. The article ran for about six columns and was 
followed by a poem, criticising Miss Haskell’s views in 
words that sizzled. 

And then a flippant man writer editorialy suggested 
that it would be a good plan for Miss Haskell and Dr. 
tay to fight it out with boxing gloves. Entering into 
the spirit of the suggestion, Miss Haskell, in a Cincin- 
nati interview, said she was willing to don the gloves 
and enter the ring with Dr. Gay, adding the promise 
that she would not hit in the clinches and saying it 
was up to Dr. Gay to accept the challenge. 

Vivacious, full of good health, Miss Haskell was in- 
clined to athletics. She was an excellent horsewoman. 
In one of her interviews, along about the time young 
Hall was paying her his court, she declared: 

“T would a whole lot rather Je a good wife than be 
President of the United Staty /’ 

When the young couple * é4re married they went to 
Oklahoma, where former C ,v. Haskell was extensively 
engaged in the oil busines and railroad building. Be- 
fore Haskell became Govenor he had promoted many 
railroads, including the Frisco extension from Fayette- 
ville, Ark., to Muskogee, Ok., and had done much to 
make the latter city a railroad center. Then, while he 
was Governor, he began to invest in oil lands, his largest 
holdings being in the Cushing district, which was with- 
out railroad facilities. 

Haskell determined to build a railroad from the Frisco 
and “Katy” lines at Jennings to Oilton. He gave his 
new son-in-law a job, and the latter worked first with 
the surveying gang, then in the tie camps, next with the 


graders and later with the 
steel gang. He learned how 
to build a railroad. 

It was hard work, and the 
environment was altogether 
different from what young 
Hall had been accustomed 
to. A railroad camp in 
Oklahoma had nothing in 
common with a Cincinnati 
drawing room and the peo- 
ple to be found there were 
equally unlike the accus- 
tomed associates of a young 
college graduate and son of 
a wealthy family. Bunk- 
house life and back-breaking 
work of driving spikes and 
shoveling dirt probably was 
as unattractive to Hall as it 
would have been to any 
other young man accustomed 
to the social position he had 
held. :

Hall looks back upon the hardships of his early Okla- 
homa days with pleasure.

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All the River Sports in Your 
Own Bathtub 


ERSONS of sedentary habits who like to enjoy 
Pp rowing and swimming for the exercise, can do 
so in their own homes at very little expense and ’ 
trouble. Every healthy man can stay fron: 
fifteen to thirty minutes in fairly cold water, but to 
spend that time idly splashing around in a bathtub 
Sives little pleasure and no exercise worth mentioning. 

Dr. Gustav Gaertner, a noted physician of Vienna, 
\ustria, in his recent book, “Reducing Weight Com- 
fortably’’ (Lippincott), tells how he found a way out 
of this dilemma. Swimming and rowing he found were 
excellent for weight-reducing, but the trouble was that 
many of his patients had neither time nor opportunity 
for either, even when the weather was suitable. 

He accomplished this by stretching an elastic tube, 
about two yards long, which formed a loop and was 
fastened to the foot of the bathtub. The bather grasps 
the middle of the tube with both hands and stretches 
it by bending vack the upper body and drawing up his 
hands to his chest. Then he bends forward again from 
his hips and stretches his arms out horizontally, short- 
ening the tube to its natural size." 

Another apparatus was formed from a board about 
nine inches long, four inches wide and a quarter of an 
inch thick. On the middle of both narrow sides he 
. ‘tened two cylindrical handles. If desired a smal! 
thermometer could be attached to the board, so as to 
observe the temperature of the water at all times. 

Rowing movements are carried out with the board. 
The bather grasps the handles, bends forward and 
draws the board, through the water up to his breast. 
Body, hip and arm muscles must take part in the work 
to be dene. Not more than twenty to twenty-five of 
thes€é rowing movements should be carried out to the 
minute. Every single movement should begin slowly 
and end more quickly. At the beginning the anterior 
surface of the board stands perpendicular, but it is 
then turned up a little to bring a small breaker against 
breast, neck and head. The oar should be returned 
through the air, so as to give a “recovery phase.” 


Dr. Gaertner made many experiments with this meth- __

WHO INVENTED THE BIG THINGS? 


England and the United Stdtes. It was. 
in 1864 that R. Trevithick, a Briton, 
made the first steam engine to run on 
rails. Three years later Robert Fulton, 
an American, built the first steamboat. 
The tubular locomottve boiler was pat- 
ented in 1828 by Sequin, a Frenchman. 
The first portable steam fire engine was 
designed by Brathwaite and Ericsson, in 
England. J. Ericsson invented the first 
screw propeller for steamers in the Unit- 
ed States in 1836. 

J. Nyssanth perfected the first steam 
hammer in Scotland in 1842. The,rotary 
steam turbine engine was perfected in 
184 by C. Parsons, an Englishman. 

The development of electrical mechan- 
ics has. been the source of some of Ameri- 
ca’s greatest inventive triumphs. H. 
Davy of England perfected the first vol- 
taice are, and M. Faraday of England, in 
1831, ereated the first serviceable mag- 
netic-induction apparatus. But the tele 
grapb was invented by Morse, an Ameri- 
can, in 1844. The electri¢ locomotive was 
invented by Pageé,.another American, in 
1851. The electric cable was dnvented by 
C. Field, an American, in 1868. . The tel- 
ephone was invented by A. G. Bell, an 
American, in 1876. Thomas A. Edison, an 
American, 
1877; the incandescent electric light, in 
1878; movingp@pictures (with Me Luhiere 
of Fratice) in 1895. . The -first electric 
light was perfected by LL. Foucault, a

invented the phonograph in. 


Fremchman, in 1844, and the storage bat- 
tery was invented by C, Faure, a French- 
man, in 1880, but the miercury vapor 
electric light was invented by Cooper 
Hewitt, an American, in 1900. 

R. Loinnec of France invented the 
stethoscope in 1849. The next great in- 
vention of importance to the medical 
world was that of antiseptic surgery, by 
The X-ray was 
perfected by C. Roentgen, a German, in 
1895. A radio-activity process was per- 
fected in 1896 by H. Becquerel, a French- 
man. 

The Englishman, Faraday, in 1823, dis- 
covered a process for the liquefication and 
solidification. of gas.. C. Goodyear, an 
American, in 1839, perfected the first 
process for vulcanizing rubber. H. Bes- 
semer of England, in. 1855, invented. the 
Bessemer steel process, and, the following 
year, W. H. Perkin, another Englishman, 
invented the first practical aniline dye. 
Siemens Martin of England, in 1866, in- 
vented the open hearth steel process. 

The first automatic harvesting machine 
was perfected in 1834° by M. McCormick, 
an American. The double cylinder print- 
ing press, modifications of which are in 
use in all great newspaper offices, was 
the creation of R. Hoe, another American. 
O. Mergenthaler, another American,. by 
the ,invention of the linotype, in 1884, 
revolutionized the printing process 
throughout the world. 


Nor have Americans lagged behind. 


those of other nationalities in perfecting 


engines of destruction. The first sat- 
isfactory revolver was the preduct of C. 
Colt of this country. Guncotton was in- 
vented by a German, C. Schoubein, in 
1846, 22 years before A. Nobel, a Swede, 
invented dynamite. Smith & Wesson of 
the United States perfected the first mag- 
azine firearm. J. Ericsson, an American, 
invented the first armor-clad warship, in 
1862, the same year in which R. Gatling, 
another American, invented the rapid-fire 
gun which bears his name.
